Premier  that  steps  will  be  taken  to  re- 
servo  all  deposits  of  this  ultra-precious 
element   for    tho   Government. 

"The  matter  has  been-  under  consider- 
ation for  some  time,"  said  Sir  Richard 
McUri^e.  "and  it  Is  potwilrle  that  Icg^Is- 
latiim  may  be  Introduced  during  the 
present  session  to  reserve  all  radio- 
active ore,s  for  the  exclusive  uSe  of  the 
people  of  the  Province.  Even  if  legis- 
lation is  not  brought  \n  at  the  present 
session  tho  matter  will  bo  thoroughly 
discussed  with  a  view  to  taUintr  active 
steps  In   tho  near  futulre.  ' 

The  action  taken  by  the  (Joverniiun t 
In  the  matter  will  be  In  line  with  the. 
practice,  of  several  iCuropean' Govern- 
ments Who  have  refused  to  allow  <;x- 
portation  of  this  metal.  Radium  today 
is  by  far  the.  moSt  valuable  auUstaneo 
known  to  the  sclcntinc  world  in  point 
of  cost,  being  valued  at  approximately 
$2,500,000  an  ounce,  and  in  order  to  ex- 
tract even  a  milligramme  of  the  metal 
many  tons  of  ore  have  to  bo  treated. 
The  main  sources  of  supply  are  found 
In  Cornwall,  iOnglaiuI,  aiul  in  Hungary, 
altiiough  small  tiuantlties  of  the  motal 
have  li'-en  ex)rn<'teil  from  ores  in  Den- 
ver.

J*  .Farraguv,  of 
tijii  Mf^xlco  Komhwostern  Railway, 
flOy  coffins  and  a  rescue  outfit,  left 
le  ro  tonight  for  ther  scene, 

The  exact  number  of  person.s  aboard 
the  pa.secnger  train,  wh^.-h  consisted 
of.  one  first  ciMs,  two  .second  class,  a 
baggage  and  express  ear  and  a  freight 
car. -is,  not  known.  First  reports  put 
the  number; at  thirtj^-'ftvc,  while  a  re- 
Mnest  for  coffins  asked  for  .seventy-five. 
Ibis  evidently  *was  an  estimate,  how- 
ever, as  the  searching  party,  led  by  Dr. 
F.  'C.  Herr,-  of  Madeira,  was  unable  to 
penetrate  far  enough  into  the  tunnel  to 
count   the  dead. 

Strewn  Along  Tunnel 
These,  it  is  «.'xpected,  will  b.i  found 
strelWn  along  tho  poisonous  reaches  of 
the  tunnel,  where  they  fell  in  attempt- 
ing'to  escape.  Dr.  Herr  reported  one 
body  within  300  feet  of  the  nortji, en- 
trance to  the  tunnel.

In  all  probabil- 
ity, further  accommodation  will  bo  pro- 
vided for  tho  new  department  In  the 
addition  to  the  post  office,  the  construc- 
tion of  which  Will  be  started  at  an  early 
date. 

Boon   to  Tlctorlasa 

That  the  Innovation  will  be  a  veri- 
tablo  boon  to  Victorians,  a,s  well  as  to 
all  otiicr  Itritish  Colunibia  <.'entre.«.  can- 
not he  "HK'stioned.  A  glanci'  at  tho  ac- 
companying map  and  a  ciiraory  study 
of  tho  regulations  as  outlined  toll  all 
that  Is  pertlnent_ln  connection  with  tlio 
.<<ystem  as  It  will  apply  to  this  city, 
Within  the  20-mllo  area,  which  Is  indi- 
oat'^d  by  the  circle,  packages  will  be 
trant^mlt'tcd  at  the  minimum  rates.  Out- 
side of  that,  and  wltl\in  Uriti.sb  Oolum- 
hia,  tliere  is  a  general  a<l^an^.l.:  in  tiic 
charges.  tMlizens,  therefore,  will  i)e 
able  to  either  send  or  receive  parcels 
to  or  from  any  point  In  the  Saanioli 
Peninsula,  on  most  of  the  adjoining 
island.'",  .along  the  E.  &  N.  as .  far  as 
Koen)g'.«.  in  the  Mctchosin  district  or 
at  .'^oolte,  by  paying  tlie  cheaper  rat<'s. 
As  all  these  sections  are  comparatively 
thickly  poptilated,  many  of  thcnt  bearing 
a  suburban  relation  to  Victoria,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  It  wjll  be  but  a  short 
timo  before  the  postal  authorities  will 
have  their  hand}!  full  attending  to  the 
demands  of  the  parcel  post  department. 

While  the  points  summarized  at  the 
outset  are  ."idf-t-xplanatory  for  tlie  most 
part,  it  i.M  desirable  to  enter  Into  great- 
er detail  in  some  Instances  In  order 
that  the  regulations  may  be  absolutely 
clear. 

In  tile  booklet  Issued  by  th"  '!•  iiari- 
mont  it  is  explained  that  some  of  tho 
articles  which  may  be  aeoopted  at  par- 
rel post  r:itc,s  ini-liidc  drygoods,  gri>- 
<!erie.«i,  liardwarr,  eonfccllonerj-,  station- 
ery' (including  bank  books,  etc.),  seeds, 
cuttings,  bulbs,  roots,  bedding  plants, 
scions  or  grafts,  etc.  Parcels  contain- 
ing Intoxicating  liquors  or  explosives 
arc   fxpre.ssly   prohibitfd. 

The  rates  then  are  outlined,  r.:t  al- 
ready given,  after  whicli  it  is  stated  lliat 
packets  must  be  i)repaid  hj-  means  of 
postage  stamps  securely  affixiid.x  In 
this  connection  it  Is  jiointed  out  that  no 
special  stamji  has  been  considered  neces- 
sary, as  far  iin  the  local  aulhoritics  are 
aware,  so  tliat  thos(<  ordinarily  in  use 
will  be  accepted,  at  least  until  other  in- 
formation i.s  received, 

Xay  Znaar*  Parcels 

I'arcols  may  be  im^iired  in  ('aiiada  up 
to  an  amount  of  12;")  or  tlio  actual  valu'' 
of  the  content.-!,  when  less  tlian  tliat 
sum,  upon  prepayment  of  a  fee  of  Oc  In 
po.Htage  stamps,  and  up  to  an  amount 
of  $50,  or  tlic  actual  value  of  the  con- 
tents, wlien  less  titan  tliat  sum,  upon 
prepayment  of  a.  similar  fee  of  10c,  The 
extra  stumps  must  be  at'flxed  to  the 
cover.  An  insured  parcel  must  not  he 
dropped  into  a  liox  or  receiver.  li.  must 
he  marked  "insured  5c"  or  "insured  10c," 
as  the  case  may  lie;  and  handed  into 
the  post  office,  0  eertirieate  of  posting 
being   obtained. 

It  is  provided  that  the  p.nekage.s  niu.'^t 
he  so  put  together  that  examination 
win  bo  easy,  and  it  is  desirable  that  the 
sf'nder's  name  and  addrpss  appear  some- 
where on  tho  parcel,  distinct  from  tho 
address. 

The  general  limit  of  pIkc  Is  .10  Indies 
III  length  by  1  foot  in  width  or  depth; 
but  paclcages  will  he  accepted  up  to  .1 
fpRt  6  inches  in  length,  provMing  the 
combined  length  and  girth  do  not  ex- 
ceed 6  feet.  For  example,  a  parcel 
measuring   3    feet    6    inches    in    it.-^    long- 


est dimensions  may  measure  as  much 
as  2  feet  «  Inches  In  girth  (l,e.,  around 
its  thickest  part);  or  a  ehori  parcel 
may  be  thicker;  thus,  if  the  l.'iiglh  is 
not  more  than  3  feet,  ilie  girth  of  the 
parcel  may  bo  3   feel. 

Wrapplajr  of  rackafas 

^\'herI  praeUcable.  pacttets  must  be 
sent  in  covers  open  at  the  ends,  and  In 
such  manner  as  to  be  easy  of  examina- 
tion. But  flour,  drugs  and  such  like 
artlelen,  which  cannot  be  sent  in  covers 
of  this  kind  —  but  such  articles  oiily-»- 
may  be  posted  enclosed  in  boxes,  or  In 
bags  of  linen  or  other  strong  material, 
fastonod  In  such  a  manner  that  they 
may  be  easily  opcneil.  so  as  to  enable 
the  officers  of  the  post  office  readily 
to  tiatisfy  themselves  as  lo  tlie  nature 
of  the  coiitents.  If  paper  bags  or  eov 
(IS  are  used  for  enclii)sin«  flour  or  other 
'. similar  matter,  they  must  be  of  extra 
iiuallly  and  strengtli  to  resist  friction 
and  pressuro  In  the  mails  and  inevi'iit 
the  escape   of    llie  eonteiu.'i 

,\  i)arcel  may  eontaiii  in\olee,«  and  ae- 
rounts.  jirovided  the  yrelate  exeluslvoiy 
to  llie  contents  of  such  parcel;  it  is 
also  permitted  to  enclose  a  card  or  slip 
of  paper  giving  In  a  brief  manner  ne- 
cessai-y  directions  for  the  identlfictaion 
Or  treatment  of  the  articles  contained 
in  llie  parcel.  Care  must  be  taken  not 
to  abuse  this  privilege  by  converflng 
sucli  notes  or  mari-:s,  designed  solely 
for  ,  the  facilitation  of  business  be- 
tween the  sender  and  addressee.

Later  she 
acted  a.s  governess  for  a  family  sojourn- 
ing in  Paris,  France,  and  for  ten  month.-, 
after  tlie  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  she 
was  a  nurse  In  one  of  the  numeroup 
army  hospitals  at  Washington.  JXC.  She 
was  stricken  with  a  virulent  fever  whili 
in  the  hospital  and  nearly  died. 

During  her  schoolmistres.s  days  she 
spent  her  spare  time  writing  «torie.r> 
and  articles,  ^dozens  of  them,  but  the 
editors  did  not  seem  .  to  want  them.

Louisa.  .Vlcott  was  a  "new  weniiin"  in 
tlie  widest  and  best  sense.  She  ii:i,l  a. 
keen  love  of  the  stage,  anil  the  reie;;i 
drama li/,:it ion  of  "Little  AVonien"  is  a. 
lon?-did'erri'd  tribute  to  that  love.  Li 
her  girlhood  days  she  wrote  several 
short  iday«  that  .she.  her  sisters  and 
others  acted  in  the  home,  for  f4iiiiily 
amusement.  One  of  her  plays.  "Nat 
Bachelor's  Honeymoon,"  was  produ;-'d 
at  the  old  Boston  Athaneaiim  and  had 
a  good  run.  Had  bircumstaiice.s  heeii 
more  propitious,  doubtless  site  would 
have  gone -on  tin-  stage,  for  she  .secretly 
cherished  that  ambition  for  man.v  y.^a'-.-.

ill  the  season  of  1905  the  total 
marketable  value  of  Fisheries  Dis- 
trict No.  5,  which  comprises  Van- 
couver Island  and  adjacent  islands 
"^  and  on  the  mainland  from  Howe 
Sound  up  to  Cape  Caution,  was 
less  than  a  million  and  a  half  dol- 
lars. For  the  season  1912-1913 
the  value  of  tlie  hsh  was  over 
tlu'ee  million  dollars. 

Three  thousand  men  liiid  em> 
ployment  in  the  llshing;  industry  of  this  great 
district,  althougii  at  times  there  are  many 
more  men  than  this  number  employed  in  vail- 
Dus  capacities.. 

Some  statistics  of  this  great  asset-  of  Van- 
couver Island  may  be  interesting. 

In  If'O.S  tlierc  were  three  salmon  canneries 
operating  in  the  district.  In  1913  there  were 
twelve  salmon  canneries,  four  salteries  and 
twenty  lierring  salteries  at  work.  In  1905 
there  was  not  a  herring  saltery  working. 

The  value  of  the  herring  catch  in  I905  was 
S:  I  2, 475  (dry  salted).  The  value  of  the 
smoked  herring  output  was  $  1 6, 4 1  5.  Last 
season  the  herring  industry  alone  had  de- 
veloped to  such  an  extent  that  the  total  value 
of  the  catch  had  increased  from  $228, 89o  in 
1905  to  $515,980. 

The  cod  fisheries  likewise  show  gradual 
development.  In  1905  the  value  of  the  cod 
catch  was  $22,000..  Last  season  i(  was 
$61,000.  Whale  products  is  another  branch 
of  this  great  industry  that  shows  a  healthy 
growth.  Thus,  in  1905  the  total  value  of  the 
whale  pniduct>  uas  only  $4,350,  while  last 
.season  $385,774  represented  the  value  of  the 
wlialing  industry  to  tlie  district. 

We  find  the  salmon  fisliing  also  sho^ving 
a  corresponding  increase.  In  )9o5  there 
were  50,975  cases  packed,  value  S244,6S0; 
dry  sailed.  40,106  cwt.,  value  .'S2oo,530; 
.smoked,  153,000  cwt.,  value  .SL^,3oo;  used 
fresh,  G07,860  pounds,  value  i^OO.786,  giving 
a  total  value  for  the  salmon  fisheries  of  the 
district  of  $519,296.  Last  sc^iscn  the  total 
value  of  the  salmon  fisheries  was  $l,93i,(j85, 
divided  as  follows:  Canned,  213,068  cases, 
value  s  1.598,010;  used  fresh,  20,07o  cwi., 
value  .S18I. 530;  salted,  11,500  cwt.,  value 
$103,50(>;  mild  cured,  4,900  cwt..  value 
$44,100;  smoked,  5o5  cwt,  value  $4,545. 

The  halibut  fishing  is  not  inconsiderable 
either.  In  1905  the  total  value  of  the  hali- 
but to  this  district  was  $30,145.  Last  season 
this  branch  of  the  industr}-  had  increased  to 
SI  55. 160,  representing  a  catch  of  1,293,000 
pounds  of  fish. 

Fisheries  District  Mviniber  3  is  administered 
from  Nanaimo.  the  most  central  point  in  the 
district  and  one  of  the  chief  seats  of  the  in- 
dustry. Tlie  entire  district  is  under  the  con- 
trol of  In'spector  E.  G.  Taylor,,  with  head- 
quarters at  Nanaimo.  Mr.  Taylor  graduated 
from  Qi-'een's  University  in  the  Spring  of 
1896,  and  came  then  direct  to  Vancouver 
Island. 

When  British  Columbia  was  divided  into 
three  fisheries  districts,  he  was  appointed  in- 
spector for  this  district.  He  has  seen  the 
fisheries  develop  from  a  very  small  beginning, 
has  been  iii  close  touch  with  this  development, 
and.  in  consequence,  looks  forward  to  the 
fisheries  becoming  one  of  the  most  important 
industries  of  the  Island,  Mr.  Taylor  has 
twelve  fishery  overseers  throughout  the  di^ 
tVict,  six  power  boats,  well  eqtiippcd,  in  the 
service  and  one  suamer.  the  Alccdo,  which 
has  its  headquarters  at  Nanaimo.

There  are  four  hatcheries  on  Vancouve 
Island,  Kennedy  Lake,  on  Clayoquot  Sound; 
Anderson  Lake,  Cowichan  Lake  and  Ninkish 
Lake.  The  last  named  is  operated  by  the 
B.  C.  Packers'  Association,  but  is  under  Gov- 
ciiimciii  ..upji  ■.

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that  the  hatchery  at  Cowichan  is  practically 
the  only  hatchery  in  British  Columbia  that 
hatches  sporting  fish,  such  as  the  stcelhead, 
cohoes.  Spring  salmon  and  tfdiit.  The  capaci- 
ty of  the  hatcheries  in  the  district  is  from  six 
to  seven  million  ova  a  season.  The  policy 
of  tlie  department,  strongly  supported  by  In- 
spector Taylnr,  i^-  to  see  thai  the  natural 
spawning  areas  are  made  accessible  to  the 
sal.Tion,  so  that  rivers  and  streams  are  kept 
free  of  obstructions.  The  department  has 
lately  appointed  an  engineer,  whose  business 
it  is  to  look  after  this  phase.of  the  work  in  the 
way  of  clearing  away  all  'unnecessary  ob- 
structions. 

The  fur  ^eal  fisheries  of  the  di.-^tricl,  on 
account  of  recent  international  laws  restrict- 
ing killifig  to  the  use  of  the  spear,  is  largely 
confined  to  the  Indians.  Last  year  only  two 
luiiidred  and  some  odd  skins,  at  a  value  of 
$6,1 50,  were  taken  in  the  district. 

Nanaimo  is  particularly  noted  as  the 
centre  of  the  lierring  industry  of  British 
Columbia.  This  season  the  catch  lias  been 
good  and  the  quality  up  to  the  standard.  So 
far,  abotit  twelve  tliousand  tons  of  herring 
have  been  taken,  value  .S240.000.  The 
season  closes  about  the  end  m|  February,  when 
fishing  is  proiiibited,  to  give  the  herring  time 
to  spawn.  It  is  not  likely,  however,  that  the 
fishing  will  be  very  brisk  from  now  on,  on  ac- 
count of  the  big  drop  in  the  price  of  dry 
sailed  lierring.  The  Nanaimo  fisheries  depend 
largely  upon  Uie  Chinese  market,  lierring  be- 
ing a  great  delicacy  among  the  Oristtiihis.  The 
price  has,  dropped  materially  in  this  market, 
and,  as  a  consequence,  there  has  been  con- 
siderable falling  off  in  the  number  fishing.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  it  requires  about  a 
ton  and  a  quarter  of  salt  for  every  ton  of 
herring  put  up,  and  during  the  herring  run 
many  steamers  find  tlieir  way  to  Nanaimo 
from  (California  ports  with  cargoes  of  salt. 

Fishery  Inspector  Taylor  does  not  antici- 
pate any  marked  falling  off  in  the  herring  of 
the  Nanaimo  ^\"aters.  l.')espite  the  enormous 
quantities  taken  from  the  waters  in  past  years, 
he  states  that  they  are  practically  as  plentiful 
as  ever,  and,  under  wise  administration,  the 
herring  fisheries  should  long  continue  to  be  a 
most  valuable  asset  of  Nanaimo  and  district.

At  Uchucklasit,  on  the  Alberni  Canal,  is 
located  one  of  the  most  up-to-date  cold  storage 
plants  in  British  Columbia.

N.  R.  lines,  handled  over  a  million  pounds  of 
halibut  alone  last  year.  There  are  two  whal- 
ing stations,  the  equipment  of  which  runs  into 
many  thousands  of  dollars.  These  are  lo- 
cated at  Barclay  Sound  and  Kyokuot  Sound. 
Four  steamers  arc  employed  at  the  stations 
and  a  large  force  of  men.

He  was  quickly  followed  by  othe:  iesper- 

ate  struggle  with  the  bayonet  ensuea,  the 
Sikhs  were  overpowered  by  the  brigades  of 
Stacey  and, Wilkinson,  but,  as  the  fire  of  the 
enemy  was  now  concentrated  upon  this  point, 
the  brave  assailants  were  in  danger  of  being 
overwhelmed  and  destroyed.  The  British 
commander-in-chief,  seeing  this,  sent  forward 
the  brigades  of  Ashburnham,  as  well  as  Smiths 
division,  against  the  right  of  the  enemy, 
while  bUr  artillery  played  furiously  upon  their 
wliole  line.  The  Sikhs  fought  with  no  less 
valor  and  determination  than  our  own  troops. 
Not  one  of  their  gunners  flinched  till  he  was 
s^iiicl  down  at  his  post.  Into  every  gap: 
Op^iid  by  our  artillery  they  rushed  with 
desperate  resolution,  repelling  our  assaulting, 
columns. 

At  length  the  cavalry,  which  has  so  often 
decided  the  fate  of  the  day  in  great  battles, 
were  instrumental  in  achieving  the  victory. 
The  sappers  and  miners  having  succeeded  in 
opening  a  passage  through  which  the  horses 
could  enter  in  single  file^  the  3rd  Queen's 
Dragoons,  under  Sir  Joseph  Thackwell,  got 
inside  the  works,  quickly  formed,  and  galloped 
along  in  the  rear  of  the  batteries,  cutting  >Jown 
tlte  gunners  as  they  passed.  General  Gough 
prornptly  followed  up  this  advantage  by  order- 
ing forward  the  whole  three  divisions  of  the 
centre  and  the  right.  It  was  then  that  the 
fighting  may  be  said  to  have  commenced  in 
earnest. 

•     The  .struggle. was  long.  M  -id  relent- 

less. No  qiiarter  was  given  or  asked,  the 
Sikhs  fighting  like  men  for  whom  death  had 
no  terrors,  and  for  whom  death  in  battle  was

avoidably  kept  in  the  background  by  the  sole 
reason  of  lack  of  transportation. 

Here  and  there  in  the  vicinity  are  scat- 
•  tered  Indian  reserves,  notablV' that  on  Numu- 
kamis  Bay,  and  one  abutting  on  the  Eastern 
channel  of  Barkley  Sound,  within  a  few  miles 
of  Bamlield.  Pacliena  Bay,  at, the  head  of 
which  is  anotlier  Indian  reserve,  is  one  of  tlie 
beautiful  bodies  of  water  on  the  West 
Coast,  and  possesses  a  sheltered  and  sandy 
beach  line  of  several  miles.  Back  of  Pachena 
Bay,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Bamfield  itself,  there 
is  quite  a  considerable  amount  of  very  excel- 
lent land,  some  of  which  has  been  cleared  for 
cultivation,  and  on  which  good  crops  of  vege- 
tables have  been  raised.  Tobacco  has  been 
grown  in  the  neighborhood  of  Bamfield,  and, 
to  the  best-^of  my  knowledge,  this  marks  the 
initial  step  of ^the  raising  of  that  kind  of  crop 
on  •Vancouver .  Island.  The  number  of  fresh 
water  lakes  in  the  near  vicinity  of  Bamfield,  to- 
gether with  the  Pachena  River  and  other 
streams,  give  very  fine  trout-fishing;  among 
these  lakes  being  Frederick  Lake,  Marion  Lake, 
Calamity  Lake  and  Sugsaw  Lake. 

The  shooting  in  and  around  Bamfield,  the 
salmon-fishing  in  the  seasonj  make  it  a  favorite 
point  for  sport  of  all  kind§;  while  the  mild 
climate  and  the  beauties  of  the  scenery  com- 
bine to  make  it  an  ideal  location  for  the  settler 
as  soon  as  regular  transportation  is  afforded. 

•  The  present  activities  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Sarita,  where  a  large  body  of  iron  ore  is  lo- 
cated, would  indicate  the  probability  of  the 
building  of  a  town  of  considerable  size  some- 
where on  Barkley  Soundclose  to  Bamfield;  and 
it  is  no  secret  that  the  existence  of  coal  meas- 
ures has  been  discovered  in  tlie  same  vicinity. 
'^n  the  event  of  the  Canadian  Northern  building 
a  spur  to  the  Banifield  district  by  tlie  way  of 
Sarita,  this  district  is  certain  to  receive  a  tre- 
mendous impetus  in  the  way  of  additional  set- 
tlements, and  augmented  importance  from  a 
commercial,  agricultural  and  residential  stand- 
point. 

To  one  who  has  never  rounded  Cape  Beale, 
like  those  who  have  never  rounded  Cape  Horn, 
a  description  of  the  passage  will  never  convey 
adequately  the  sensations.  In  stormy  weather 
this  turn  is  accomplished  only  by  a  strenuous 
laboring  on  the  part  of  the  vessel;  while  the 
passengers  on  the  vessel  (some  of  them  at 
least)  will  have  pretty  much  lost  all  interest  of 
the  question  of  whether  they  have  succeeded 
in  rounding  the  Cape  or  not. 

Deep  sea  fishing  on  the  West  Coast  of  Van- 
couver Island,  which  has  been  to  a  limited  ex- 
tent exploited  in  the  case  of  halibut  and 
salmon,  is  certain  to  be  very  greatly  increased 
in  the  near  future  as  <soon  as  there  is  straight 
rail  connection  from  Barlcley  Sound  to  the  Al- 
berni  district.  The  success  of  shipping  halibut 
to  Grimsby  is  merely  an  indication  of  the  pos- 
sibilities that  this  particular  branch  of  fishing 
will  reach.  Tlie  black  and  red  cod,  that  swarm 
on  the  West  Coast  of  tlie  Island,  which  are 
only  second  in  comparison  with  the  lialilnit, 
table  fish  second  only  in  comparison  with  the 
halibut,  have  not  yet  been  systematically  fished 
for.  Herrings,  too,  come  into  Barkley  Sound  in 
immense  shoals,  and  with  rail  connecti(^.n  this 
branch  of  the  sea  fisheries  would  undoubtedly 
prove  exceedingly  profitable. 

The  whale  fisheries  are  already  established 
at  Sechart,  and  the  Kildonan  fisheries  at 
;  Ichucklesit,  at  the  head  of  Barkley  Sound,  are 
u-quipped  to  do  a  very  large  and  Constantly  in- 
creasing business  in  halibut  fishing. 

The  station  at  Bamfield  rises  in  a  pictur- 
esque situation,  on  high  ground  overlooking 
the  harbor,  and  is  a  building  of  commodious 
size,  and  thoroughly  equipped  with  all  the  ap- 
pliances of  a  modern  cable  station.  There  are 
something  around  200  settlers  in  the  Bamfield 
district,  and  a  steady  inquiry  from  outsiders  in- 


dicates the  possibilities  of  the  place.  Quite  a 
number  of  nevv'  -settlers  have  gone  in  around 
Pachena,  and  it  is  quite  likely  that  some  day 
this  spot  will  have  a  fine  hotel  establishment 
there,  as. it  is' an  ideal  location  for  a  resort. 

The  road  from  Bamfield  to  Pachena  Bay 
can  be  used  by  an  automobile  for  that  distance, 
and  the  continuation  of  this  road  to  Carmanah 
Point  as  a  life-saving  road  is  traversible  by  a 
man  on  horseback,  although  it  has  not  been 
made  passable  for'motor  vehicles.  One  of  the 
methods  proposed  of  "reaching  Bamfield  and 
Pachena  Bay  district  by  road  has  been  a  plan 
to  connect  the  roadway  from  Jordan  River  up 
the  coast  and  around  San  Juan  Harbor  and  then 


^r^ 
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on  to  Pachena  Bay,  using  this  life-saving  road 
as  part  of  .the  highway.  This  question  has 
been  mooted  for  years,  and  would  be  an  in- 
calculable benefit  to  that  part  of  the  country 
if  it  could  be  completed. 

Road-building  along  the.  coast  and  in  the 
interior  of  Vancouver  Island  often  presents  a 
very  costly  proposition,  but  this  road,,  like 
other  prf)posed  roads  along  the  coast,  and 
through  the  centre  of  the  Island,  in  dilTerent 
portions  of  the  Island,  has  been  taken  up  by 
the  Provincial  Government  and  very  seriously, 
considered. 

If  the  Canadian  Northern  puis  in  a  spur  to 
I3arkley  Sound  and  the  Bamfield  district  s6  as 
to  give  a  continuous  rail  connection  with  Vic- 
toria, this  would,  of  course,  be  of  the  greatest 
benefit  to  the  entire  district;  and  construction 
with  the  route  of  the  Canadian  Northern  as  at 
present  established  comes  so  close  to  Sarita 
l.ake  and  the  iron  deposits  that  it  would  appear 
such  an  opportunity  would  not  by  any  manner 
of  means  be  overlooked  by  a  corporation 
which  has  so  steadily  followed  out  the  plan  of 
providing  ahead  for  freight  for  its  system. 

Of  the  beauty  of  Barkley  Sound,  and  the 
surrounding  waters,  not  half  has  been  told,  or 
ever  will  be  told.  .  The  famous  Thousand 
Islands  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  are  repro- 
duced in  a  larger  degree  and  with  infinitely 
more  beauty  in  Barkley  Sound.  The  presence 
of  innumerable  specimens  of  sea  fowl,  the  hair 
seals,  eagles,  etc.,  make  an  interesting  addition 
to  all  this  loveliness  of  sea  and  forest-crowned 


islands;  M'hile  here  and  there  will  rise  some 
rocky  sanctuary  frequented  by  the  sea  birds 
alone  and  standing  dreary  as  desolation  itself 
among  the  surrounding  islands. 

•Bamfield  and  the  Pachena  Bay  district  will 
one  day  come  into  its  own,  and  in  the  opinion 
of  the  best  informed  settlers  in  the  district  that 
day  is  not  now  far  distant.  Good  harbors  are 
to  be  found  not  only  at  Bamfield,  but  at  many 
points  close  by,  and  in  the  selection  of  a  ship- 
ping point  this  district  seems  certain  to  be 
reckoned  with.  The  steady  increase  of  the 
population  (notwithstanding  the  drawbacks  as 
to  transportation)  is  a  proof  of  the  very  de- 
sirable conditions  obtaining  in  the  district  in  its 
vicinity.  The  further  movements  of  the  Cana- 
dian Northern  Railway,  towards  establishing  a 
town  in  the  district,  together  with  straight  rail- 
way Connection  with  the  outside  world,  will  be 
an  "Open  Sesame"  to  Bamfield  and  Pachena 
Bay  that  will  spell  prosperity  and  commercial 
importance.

PEERS'  SIGNATURES 


A  correspondent  points  out  a  curious  fact 
in  connection  with  the  signatures  of  j-veers. 
While  noblemen  like  the  Uuke  of  Westminster 
and  the  Duke  of  Portland  always  sign  their 
names  respectively  "Westminster"  or  "Port- 
land," Mr.  Alexander  Ure,  who,  when  he  was 
appointed  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  Scotland  last 
year,  adopted  the   title  of  Lord  Strathclyde,

still  continued  to  sign  his  name  "Alexander 
Ure,"  although  lie  was  always  addressed  as 
Lord  Strathclyde.  The  latter,  however,  was 
only  a  courtesy  title  until  his  elevation  to  the 
peerage  at  the  beginning  of  this  year.  Had  he 
not  been  included  in  the  list  of  new  peers,  his 
lordship  would  still  have  signed  his  name 
Alexander  Ure. 

This  distinction  is  due  to  a  Scottish  Act 
of  Parliament  which  was  passed  in  1672,  in 
which  it  is  declared:  "And  His  Majesty,  witli 
consent  aforesaid,  declares  that  it  is  only  al- 
lowed for  noblemen  and  bishops  to  subscribe 
by  their  titles;  and  that  all  others  shall  sub- 
scribe their  Christian  names  or  the  initial  let- 
ter thereof  with  their  surnames."'  Lord 
Strathclyde  was  neither  a  nobleman  nor  a 
bishop  until  he  was  included  in  the  New  Year's 
honors,  and,  of  course,  was  not  entitled  to 
sign  "Strathclyde." 

The  fact,  too,  is  not  generally  known  that 
the  town  clerk  of  London,  Sir  James  Bell,  is 
permitted,  in  certain  circumstances,  to  sign 
documents  "Bell."  Thanks  to  the  courtesy  of 
Sir  James,  we  arc  able  to  explain  the  reason 
of  this  privilege.  It  appears  that  the  town 
clerk  for  tlie  city,  of  London  for  the  time  be- 
ing appends  his  surname  (only)  to  certain 
official  documents  by  virtue  of  a  city  custom 
dating  back  to  the  early  part  of  the  fifteenth 
century.  The  first  town  clerk  (or  "common 
clerk  of  the  city")  to  do  so  was  John  Car- 
penter, the  famous  compiler  of  the  city's 
"Liber  Albus"  and  founder  of  the  City  of 
London  School.  He,  however,  only  oc- 
casionally signed  documents  in  this  manner, 
and  so  did  Roger  Tonge,  alias  Spicer,  a  later 
town  clerk.  The  first  town  clerk  to  use  this 
mode  of  signature  habitually  was  William  Dun- 
thorn,  who  succeeded  Roger  Tonge  in  t4dl, 
and  the  custom  has  been  continued,  with  per- 
haps a  few  exceptions,  down  to  the  present 

day.

c&iM  not  draw  a  true  picture  of  early  W^ 
cryiazaAion^Woiirsei  indeed,  th^n  the  ter^ 
rites  of  human  sacrifice  was  the  revolting 
practise  of  cannibalism.  The  adopting  of  such 
usages  had  a  very  bad  effect  upon  the  Mexican 
character ;  familiarity  with  things  like  this, 
brutalized  the  people  to  a  great  extent  and 
made  them  indifferent  to  human  suffering. 
History  furnishes  a  parallel  exam i?le  in  the  ef- 
fect upon  the  Romans  of  the  gladiatoral  shows 
and  combats,  though  the  latter  people  never 
descended  to  the  eating  of  human  flesh.  The 
one  thing  to  be  said  in  mitigation  of  this  cah- 
nibalismis  that  it  took  the  form  of  a  religious 
rite,  and  that  only  the  bodies  of  those  who 
were  slain  upon  the  altar  were  used  for  the 
purpose  of  eating,  tiecause  'the  Aztec  super- 
sition  taught  that  those  who  partook  of  them 
would  receive  favor  from  the  gods.  When 
the  ceremony  of  sacrifice  was  over,  the  body 
was  given  into  the  hands  of  the  Warrior  who 
-had.made  the  capture  and  it  was  for  him  to 
dress  it  and  prepare  it  for  the  feast.  "'This 
was  not  the  coarse  repast  of  famished  can- 
nibals," writes  Prescott,".  but  a  banquet  teem- 
ihg  with  delicious  beveragies  and  delicate 
viands,  prepared  with  art  and  attended  by 
both  sexes,  who,  as  we  shall  see  hereafter, 
conducted  themselves  with  all  the  decorum  of 
civilized  life." 

Many  countries  in  their  early  days  of 
civilization  made  use  of  the  rite  of  human 
sacrifice.  In  Egypt,  in  Greece  and  in  Rome 
it  was  a  common  enough  thing,  but  never,  ac- 
cording to  historians,  was  it  practised  on  a 
scale  to  be  compared  With  that  established  by 
the  Aztecs,  "the  amount  of  victims  im- 
molated on  its  accursed  altars  would  stagger 
the  faith  of  the  least  scrupulous  believer." 

We  are  told  that  the  Tezcucans,  the  neigh- 
bors of  the  Mexicans,  did  not  offend  in  this 
respect  to  anything  iike  the  same  extent  as 
the  more  powerful  tribe.  lu.  fact,  the 
Tezcucan  monarchs  were  very  reluctant  to 
take  up  the  practise  at  all,  and  were  only  in- 
duced to  do  so  by  the  influence  and  the  ad- 
monition of  the  priests,  in  whose  hands  the 
real  power  of;  governing  the  country  lay,  and 
who  were  insatiable  in  their  "  demand  for 
human  victims. 

"In  reflecting  upon  the  revolting     usages 
recorded,"  writes  Prescott,   "one  finds  it  dif- 
ficult to  reconcile  their  existence  with  any- 
thing like  a  regular  form  of  government,  or 
an  advance  in  civilization.     Yet  the  Mexicans 
had  many  claims  to  the  character  of  a  civilized 
community.     One  may,  perhaps,  better  under- 
stand the  anomaly,  by  reflecting     upon     the 
condition  of  some  of  the  most  powerful  coun- 
tries in  Europe  in  the  sixteenth  ceiitury,  after 
the  establishment   of  the  modern   Inquisition, 
an   institution   whicli     yearly     destroyed      its 
thousands,  by  a  death  more  painful  than  the 
Aztec  sacrifices;  which  armed  the     hand     of 
brother  against  brother,  and,  setting  its  burn- 
ing seal  upon  the  lips,  did*  more  to  stay  the 
march  of  improvement  than  any  other  scheme 
ever  devised  by  a  human  cunning." 

Yet  it  \\  .1  >  from  Spain,  where  the  In- 
quisition held  sway,  that  the  conquerors  of 
Mexico  were  to  come  and  rid  this  latter  country 
of  the  spell  of  terrible  superstition  which  held 
it  in  thrall.  The  Conquistadores  brought  with 
them  the  horrors  of  the  Inquisition,  but  they 
brought  as  well,  the  teachings  of  Christianity, 
which  survive  all  the  hideous  practices  of 
fanaticism.

op^y  got  together.  Then  Olga  caused 
ITghted  tow  to  be  fastened  to  the  tails  of  the 
, birds,  which  flew  home  and,  alighting  upon 
the  thatched  roofs  of  the  houses,  set  fire  to 
them,  and  thus  the  city  was  destroyed.  There- 
upon she  advanced  against  the  people  thus  re- 
duced to  the  extremity,  and,  having  mas- 
sacred most  of  them,  reduced  the  others  to 
slavery. 

Later,  Olga  went  to  Tzargrad,  where  she 
met  the  Greek  Emperor,  and,  being  astonished 
at  the  magnificence  of  his  court,  determined 
to  accept  Cliristianity,  and  was  accordingly 
baptized.  She  was  the  first  Russian  to  em- 
brace Christianity,  and  the  contempoxary 
chronicles  of  the  Greek  Church,  speaking  of 
her  death,  says  she  was  the  first  Russian  to 
enter  Heaven.  Her  influence  did  not  have 
much  effect.  Even  her  son  declined  to  be 
baptized,  giving  as  a  reason  that  his  men  would 
laugh  at  him.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  tht; 
Russian  princes  of  that  day  were  far  from  be- 
ing absolute.  Their  position  was  just  the  same 
as^  that  of  the  Prankish  princes  in  Western 
Europe.  They  were  only  "primus  inter  pares," 
'the  first  among^  equals. 

When  Sviatoslaf  came  to  manhood,  he  ac- 
cspted  the  full  responsibility  of    government, 
arid,  though  he  reigned  only  eight  years,  he 
displayed  astonishing   vigor.      He   first   over- 
threw the  Khazaras,  an  act  of  doubtful  value, 
for  these  people  had  up  to  that  time  been  a 
barrier  to  the  advance  of  the  Patzinaks,  who 
seem  to  have  been  the  most  savage  race  of 
that  or  any  other  age.    An  Arab  writer  speaks 
of  them  as  "a  greedy  people,  devouring  the 
bodies  of  men,  corrupt,  impure,  bloody     and 
cruel  beasts."  .  All  accounts  agree  in  represent- 
.ing  them  as  the  most  utter  savages  conceivable. 
Itis,  however,  only  fair  to  add  that  they  have 
left  no  records  of  their  own,  and  that  we  have 
only  the  accounts  given  of  them  by  the  people 
with  whom  they  fought.     The  Khazars  were 
a  branch  of  the  race  wh'.ch  we  now  call  Bul- 
garians, and  who  were  then  a  very  formidable 
people  occupying  territory  between  the  Greek 
Empire  and   Russia.     The   Russian  expedition 
was  completely  successful  and  Sviatoslaf  de- 
termined to  establish  his  capital  on  the  Danube. 
If  he  had  done  so,  the  whole  current  of  Eu- 
ropean history  would  have  been  changed,  but, 
in  an  unfortunate  hour,  he  was  seized  with  the 
ambition   which   has  inspired     almost     every 
Russian  ruler  since  his  day.     He  resolved     to 
occupy  Constantinople.     His  three  expedition"^, 
met  with  defeat,  and  on  returning  from  his  last, 
he  was  seized  by  the  Patzinaks,  as     he  was 
crossing  the  Danube,  and  slairi,  his  head  being 
cut  off  and   his  skull  being  converted  into  a 
drinking  cup  for  use  by  the  savage  prince  who 
had  overthrown  him. 

His  contemporaries  have.  Utile  to  say  of 
Sviatoslaf  that  is  not  lo  his  credit.  He  was  a 
man  of  eminent  fairness,  and  even  exhibited  a 
sort  of  chivalry  towards  his  enemies.  He 
never  attacked  a  people  without  giving  them 
due  notice  of  his  coming,  scorning  to  take  any- 
one by  surprise.  He  is  the  only  Russian  prince 
in  many  generations  of  whose  personal  ap- 
pearance we  have  any  account.  Leo  the 
Deacon  thus  writes  of  him  when  he  came  to 
see  the  Emperor  Zimisces:  "The  Emperor 
being  on  horseback  by  the  shore,  Sviatoslaf  ap- 
proached him  by  boat,  handling  the  oar  like 
his  companions.  He  was  of  middle  height,  but 
very  robust;  he  had  a  wide  chest,  a  thick  neck, 
blue  ?yes,  thick  eyebrows,  a  flat  nose,  long 
moustaches,  a  thin  beard  and  a  tuft  of  hair  on 
his  shaven  head  as  a  token  of  his  nobility.  He 
wore  a  gold  ring  in  one  of  his  ears,  ornamented 
with  rubies  and  two  pearls."

vapor  ascending  from  the  seX 
^see  the  vapor-laden  air  currents  as  they  are 
borne  Northward,  for  the  clear  sky  out  of  which 
the  clouds  come  is  full  of  vapor.  We  see  the 
wires  from  the  power  house  plainly  enough, 
but  we  cannot,  by  .looking  at  them,  distinguish 
Ihem  from  any  other  piece  of  similar  wire, 
arid  yet  they  are  charged  with  an  invisible 
power.  We  see  the  light  produced  by  this 
power  and  feel  its  heat,  but  they,  too,  vanish 
beyond  our  ken.  What  becomes  of  them  is 
one  of  the  riddles  that  Science  has  not  yet 
solved. 

This  conversion  of  the  Sun's  light  and  heat 
into  electric  light  and  heat  is  certainly  a  pro- 
cess of  a  marvelous  nature,  but  it  is  not  more 
so  than  what  takes  place  by  the  effect  of  these 
forces  operating  on  land.  Millions  of  years 
ago  the  light  and  heat  fell  upon  tlie  land,  and 
'the  result  was  the  growth  of  a  dense  vegeta- 
tion, a  vegetation  far  more  dense  than  any- 
thing we  know  of  today.  In  due  time  this 
vegetation  decayed,  and  through  many  long 
eons  it  became  converted  into  coal  under  the 
pressure  of  super-imposed  rocks.  Centuries 
passed,  and  men  began  to  burn  the  coal  as  fuel. 
After  a  time  they  discovered  how  the  heat  pro- 
duced thereby  could  be  used  to. produce  the 
same  effect  as  is  produced  by  the  Sun  shining 
down  upon  the  sea,  and  how  the  vapor  result- 
ing from  this  process  could  be  made  to  bring 
about  the  same  results  as  followed  from  har- 
nessing the  water  as  it  ran  downhill  on  its  way 
to  the  sea,  and  so  they  began  to  drive  their 
ships  with  it,  and  turn  other  machinery  with 
it  and  make  it  give  forth  light. 

The  Sun  falls  upon  our  forests  and  sets  in 
motion  a  force  which  takes  out  of  the  air  and 
the  soil  that  which  constitutes  wood.  We  cut 
the  wood,  set  it  on  fire  and  we  get  heat  and 
light.  Thus  very  many  of  the  most  common 
processed  of  everyday  life  consist  in  reproduc- 
ing on  a  minor  scale  the  processes  going  on  i:* 

the  Sun.

Faith  and  Works 


"Faith  without  works  is  dead"  wrote  the 
Apostle  James.    What  is  very  generally  under- 
stood by  this  is,   that  to  profess  religion  and 
not  practice  it  is  of  little  value.     If  your  are  a 
Christian  you  ought  to  be     just,     honorable, 
charitable. and  the    like.      This    is    doubtless 
true  enough,  but  it  does  not  appear  to  mean 
what  St.  James  had  in  mind.        The     words 
quoted  are  in  the  twentieth  verse  of  the  second 
chapter   of   his   Epistle.      They  form   part   of 
what  would  be  a  paragraph  in  a  modern  book, 
and   it  begins   at  the  fourteenth   verse.     The 
Apostle  begins  by  asking  what  is  the  advantage' 
of   having  faith  and   not  using  it.      He  then 
proceeds  "to  give  an  example  of  what  he  means, 
saying  that  if  a  person  is  hungry  or  naked,  and 
instead  of  feeding  or  clothing  him  one  simply 
expresses  a  hope  that  he  will  get     what     he 
needs,   nothing  of  any  value  has  been  done. 
That  is  to  say,  charity,  that  consists  in  words 
only  and  not  in  acts,  is  profitless.     He  says 
tlia't  faith  is  like  charity,  because,  unless  it  is 
exhibited   in   outward  acts,   it  is  as  though   it 
did  not  exist  at  all.     He  then  gives  some  ex- 
amples of  what  he  means.      Throughout  his 
Epistle  he  keeps  prominently  forward  this  idea 
of  the  efficacy  oi  faith  as  a  v/orking  force,  not 
as  a  mere  intellectual  operation. 

We  find  the  same  idea  very  prominent  in 
the  Epistles  of  St.  Paul.  For  example,  in  writ- 
ing to  the  Corinthians,  he  speaks  of  some 
persons  having  the  gift  of  employing  faith  dif- 
ferently from  the  manner  in  which  others  are 
able  to  use  it;  but,  having  done  so,  goes  on  to 


complished  through  its  instrumentality.  It  is 
a  very  singular  thing  how  the  Christian  Church 
has.  in  modem  times,  refused  to  consider 
-faith  in  the  sense  that  St  Paul  and  St  James 
speak  of  it  This , was  not  always  the  case. 
The  early  Christian  Fathers  tooK  a  very  dif- 
ferent attitude  towards  it,  and  the  history  of 
Christianity  is  full  of  examples  of  it,,  which 
can  only  be  .got  rid  of  by  denying  the  truth 
of  the  narratives  of  the  alleged  facts.  It  is 
told,  for  example,  that  when  the  first  Chris- 
tian missionary  went  to  the  Slavs  he  gave 
evidence  of  hfs  power  by  throwing  a  copy  of 
the  Scriptures  into  the  flames  and  taking  it 
out  unharmed.  There  are  many  people  v.'ho 
will  say  this  is  a  fable, -and  yet  will  accept, 
without  question,  the  .account  of  Shadrach, 
Meschak  and  .\bednego,who  came  out  of  the 
fiery  furnace  unharmed.  The  instances  in 
which  miracle-working  is  attributed  to  the 
early  missionaries  are  much  too  numerous  to 
be  recounted  here. 

What  shall  we  do  with  all  these  accounts? 
Shall  we  disbelieve  them?      To  do  so  seems 
a  very  severe  reflection  upon  the  pious  men 
who  recorded  them.     People  began  to  cease 
to  believe  in  the  power  of  faith  when  physical 
science  began  to  develop.     Today,  what  calls 
itself  the  most  enlightened  section  of  a  section 
of  the  human  race  scouts  the  idea  of  faith  be- 
ing an  available  means  of  accomplishing  any- 
thing, and  a  Church,   afraid  of  its  own  pos- 
sibiUties,  has  followed  science  in  teaching  that 
"the  age  of  miracles  is  passed."     It  would  be 
far  more  accurate  to  say  that  there  never  was 
an  age  of  miracles,  that  there  never  was  a 
time  when  humanity,  or  any  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  human  family,  were  possessed  of 
powers  that  have  since  become  extinct.     The 
power  known  as  faith  may     have     become 
weakened,  as  we  know  some  of  our  muscles 
become  weakened  for  lack  of  use,  and  as,  ac- 
cording to  physiologists,  animals     have     lost 
certain  faculties  and  organs  because  their  use 
has  not  been  needed.     In  the  human  frame 
there  are  certain  things  that  are  said  to  bd  in  a 
rudimentary  condition   only,      but     in     other 
creatures  are  fully  developed.     We  are  told 
that  certain  savage  races,  which  do  not  pos- 
sess mechanical  means  of  doing  certain  things 
which  civilized  races  can  do,  accomplish  the 
same  purposes  in  other  ways.     We  all  know 
that  the  sight  may  be  trained  and  so  may  the 
hearing.     We  are  told  that  the  sense  of  touch 
may  be  so  developed  that  colors  may  be  dis- 
tinguished by  it.     There  ought,  therefore,  to 
be  "nothing  surprising  in  the  suggestion  that  the 
faculty  known  as  Faith,  and  we  all  are  con- 
scious of  possessing  it  to  some  degree,  cannot 
be  so  cultivated  as  to  be  capable  of  accomplish- 
ing  tilings,   which  in  comparison  to  the  uses 
to'  which  it  is  now  usually  applied  will  appear 
miraculous. 

^  The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  suggest 
that  the  operations  of  faith  are  well  worthy 
of  deep  and  philosophical  study.  It  might 
prove  an  invaluable  thing  if  they  were  investi- 
gated after  the.  manner  in  v/hich  the  Society 
for  Psychical  Research  is  investigating 
manifestations  that  cannot  be  explained  on 
l^hysical  grounds.  The  educated  world  ought, 
long  ago,  to  have  learned  the  absurdity  of  dis- 
believing a  thing  simply  because  it  does  not 
understand  how  it  can  be,  or  because  it  may 
not  be  fully  satisfied  of  the  sufficiency  of  the 
evidence  iii  support  of  it.  Perhaps  if  we  ap- 
plied to  the  so-called  works  of  faith  the  same 
tests  as  we  have  applied  to  the  Newtonian 
theory  of  gravitation,  we  might  find  ourselves 
hotter  able  to  appreciate  what  the  Apostles 
above  quoted  were  talking  about.

Shooting  ^^ Canvas -Bccks^* 


UCK  shooting,  in  idu-^I  oI  ils  vari- 
ous branches,  is  ;i  science.  Gov- 
erned by  exact  rules,  yet  subject 
to  violent  reversions  of  rules 
when  occasion  demands.  There 
is  no  such  thing  as  a  youihiul  aiul  finished 
duck-;>hooter;  neither  is  it  possible  lo  be  a 
"born  duck-shooter."  For  in  all  estimates  of 
the  craft,  II'  is  impossible  to  reckon  without 
the  ducks,  and  they  have  from  linic  im- 
memorial claimed  and  exercised  the  right  to 
have  their  own  peculiar  ideas  re^^arding  their 
€Wn  'desfructlbn. 

NDf  iCdiirse,  th^  alnd    ducks. 

^oiiie  kinits  of  ducks,  like  the  greiter  and 
\^$sit  s(^tip  clucks,  popularlv  knoWii  as  big 
apd  lUtle  "bltie-bills,"  will  fly  down  to  your 
decoys  white  you  are  standing  in  a  boat  .thrio«^»* 
iftg  them  out  in  the  water.  They-.wiU  jiot  do 
this  always,  but  they  sometimes  do,  especially 
if  they  are  just  down  from  the  North  and 
have'nt  been  shot  at  yet  But  even  the 
"blue-bills"  get  "educated"  after  a  while,  and 
you  have  to  follow  the  rules  td  bring  them'  In 


to  where  they  set  their  wings,  push  out  their 
webbed  feet  and  prepare  to  settle  down  among 
;^our  decoys. 


-A  mAllard  drake  is  a  ptetiy  wise  old  custo- 
nrtr.  He  will  fly  j^round  and  around  a  bunch 
4f  decdysj  and  be  you  ever  so  slctlful  in  your 
maiirpiijatioh  of  a  "duck-call"  you  may  not 
bring  him  within  gunshot.  But  given  a  few 
live  wild  mallard  decoys,  with  a  couple  of  them 
quacking  to  welcome  him,  and  he  will  pitch 
for  the  bunch  and  light  inside  of  twenty  yards 
of  your  "blind,"  and  when  you  rise  he  will 
sometimes  look  at  the  wild  decoys,  and  then 
at  you,  as  much  as  to  say"now,  what  do  you 
think  trf  this  for  a  sell?" 

But  your  lordly  -  canvas-back,  the  king  of 
all  the  duck  tribe,  the  largest,  most  wary  and 
most  delicious  table  bird  of  them  all— to 
bring  him  in  range  demands  the  utmost  skill 
of  even  the  seasoned  duck-shooter.  He  has  his 
decided  views  as  to  what  constitutes  the  pros 
and  cons  of  duck-sho'oting  etiquette,  and  if  you 
wish  to  get  a  shot  at  him  you  must  play  the 
game  according  to  the  approved  methods  that 
alone  will  appeal  to  his  credulity  and  send  hint 
in.  broad  of  wing  and  superb  in  his  symmetry 
of  flight,  to  where  the  lead  will  reach  him. 

Duck-shooting  over  decoys  is  magnificent 
sport.  It  is  filled  \viih  more  thrills  to  .  the 
square  inch  than  any  other  branch  of  wild - 
fowling,  and,  when  the  birds  are  flying  well 
furnishes  a  constant  succession  of  dramatic 
situations.  To  be  properly  attended  to  requires 
a  very  considerable  amount  of  attention  to  de- 
tails, the  least  omission  of  which  may  spell 
ignominious  failure.  And  when  it  comes  to 
canvas-back  shooting,  the  science  of  prepara-  , 
tion  must  be  reduced  to  absolute  accuracy  to 
ensure  success.- 

To  begin  with,  ihere  is  the  question  of  de- 
coys, an  essential  feature  of  the  sport.  Some 
ducks  will  decoy  to  mixed  decoys,  teal  ducks 
decoying  readily  to  mallard,  teal  and  pin-tail 
decoys  mixed.  Blue-bills  will  decr^y  to  mixed 
decoys,  and  mallards  will  come  in  to  mallard 
and  teal  decoys  when  they  are  set  together. 
Most  ducks  that  decoy— mallard,  pin-tail,  blue- 
bill,  teal,  ruddies,  widgeon,  gadwalls  and  other 
varieties — are  not  nearly  so  particular  as  the 
canvas-backs  and  red-heads.  Of  these  t^vo 
latter  kind,  the  canvas-back  is  the  most  wary, 
and  insists  on  nothing  but  canvas-back  imita- 
tions for  drawing  him  down  from  the  flight. 
Atiother  point  on  which  he  is  sceptical  is  on 
the  question  of  only  a  few  decoys.  Your 
canvas-back  wants  a  big  flock  of  decoys  in 
order  to  allay  his  suspicions,  and  where  a  half- 
dozen  or  a  dozen  blue-bill  decoys  will  readily 
bring  in  a  flock  of  these  birds,  a  flock  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  canvas-back  decoys  is  the 
most  effective  in  canvas-back  shooting. 

As  to  the  building  of  a  "blind,"  that  must 
be  done  to  perfection  in  canvas-back  shooting. 
No  ordinary  work  will  suffice.  Your  average 
flock  of  canvas-backs,  swinging  in  to  the  head 
of  a  lake,  reconnoitre  searchingly  before  mak- 
ing up  their  minds  to  stay,  and  when  they  sight 
a  flock  of  decoys,  be  it  ever  so  big,  they  gen- 
erally swing  around  from  three  to  as  many  as 
five  times  above  the  decoys  and  above  the 
"blind"  before  they  take  any  chances. 

It  is  absolutely  imperative,  in  building  a 
"blind"  for  canvas-back  shooting,  that  the 
"blind"  be  perfect.  It  must  look,  at  ten  feet 
away,  exa.ctly  like  the  surrtuinding  vegetation. 
So  much  so  that,  when  the  decoys  are  not  out, 
a  man  would  pa^?,  in  a  boat  ten  feet  awav 
and  not  know  that  a  "blind"  was  there.  It 
must  not  be  too  heavy,  nor  too  light.  It  must, 
in  effect,  be  a  thing  of  art,  and  at  the  same 
time  be  a  perfect  copy  of  nature. 

Now,  to  do  this  requires  long  experience, 
great  skill  and  arduous  and  faithful  labor.  A 
strip  of  burlap,  a  couple  of  fallen  logs,  a 
hastily-constructed  "liide"  of  brush  thrown  t<'- 
v:ether  almost  any  old  wa}  often  suffices  to 
make  a  "blind"  good  enough  for  "blue-bill" 
shooting.     Mallards  do  not  bother  very  much 
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about  your  "blind,"  if  you  have  wild  inallard 
decoys  and  keen  out  of  sight.  But  the  canvas- 
backs,  as  a  rule,  fly  around  and  atoun.  uiui 
around  a  flock  of  decoys  before  they  make  up 
their  minds  to  come  in,  and  both  "blind"  and 
decoys  must  be  without  a  fault  befcMC  they 
"let  go  all  holds"  and  come  rigiil  down  on  top 
of  you. 

Even  a  single  decoy  turned  upside  dmvn 
has  been  known  to  send  them  away- — one  out 
of  a  hundred — for  they  are  the  most  suspicious 
of  all  the  duck  tribe. 

To  make  the  right  kind  of  a  "blind,"  study 
•^the  cover  around  your  shores.  If  3'ou  intend 
building  out  on  a  sandy  spit  where  there  is 
no  natural  cover,  you  will  have  to  cut  your 
cover  and  take  it  out  on,  the  spit.  And  here 
will  come  in  a  great  deal  of  hard  work,  because 
you  must  scatter  enough  supposed  vegetation 
along  the  adjoining  ground  to  make  a  natural- 
looking  background  for  your  "blind,"  and  that 
means  a  lot  of  brush.  The  cover  around  the 
lakes  looks  pretty  much  all  alike  in  the  Fall, 
but  a  "blind"  built  in  a  bare  spot,  without  any 
adjoining  cover,  looks  mighty  treacherous  to 
a  wise  old  drake  canvas-back,  and  you  must 
plant  enough  brush  about  to  make  the  "blind" 
and  all  look  natural. 

h'o,'  too,  you  must  not  allow  the  cut  ends 
of  brush  or  willows  to  show;  nor  any  paper, 
empty  shells  or  shell  boxes,  or  any  debris. 
Everything  must  look  absolutely  wild  and 
without  a  sign  of  man.  It  is  truly  astonishing 
how  keen-eyed  these  ducks  are,  and  what  little 
things  cause  tliem  to  sheer  off  and  give  a  wide 
berth  to  the  hunter  unless  he  has  prepared 
scientifically  to  bring  them  in  to  the  guns. 

Nor  must  the  "blind"  be  any  higher  or  any 
lower  than  the  surrounding  vegetation.  If 
necessary,  a  pit  must  be  dug  down  a  certain 
depth,  in  order  to  dispose  of  the  brush,  wil- 
lows, grass  or  reeds  in  such  a  way  as  lo  give 
ease  in  shooting  and  in  waiting,  and"at  the 
same  time  preserve  the  right  height  with  the 
natural  growth.  After  the  "blind"  has  been 
built  snugly  for  safety  and  comfort — after 
hoards  and  walls  and  bottom  have  been  solidly 
set  in — there  comes  the  framing  with  the  vege- 
tation so  that  it  looks  just  like  the  rest  of  the 
natural  shores,  and  it  is  this  final  setting  of  the 
cover  that  tests  the  skill  -and  experience  of  the 
best  experts. 

This  must  be  set  out  close  to,  and  extend- 
ing out  a  foot  or  so  from,  the  main  structure, 
concealing  it,  and  at  the  same  time  reaching 
back  enough  above  it  to  nearly  conceal  the 
shooters  from  the  vision  of  birds  directly  over- 
head. It  must  blend  with  the  shore  as  ef- 
fectively as  the  natural  growth,  and  must  not 
be  darker  nor  lighter  in  mass  than  the  rest 
of  the  shore  vegetation. 

Once  built  perfectly,  and  with  a  very  large 
flock  of  decoys  set  out,  and  even  the  wary 
canvas-backs  will,  after  from  three  to  five 
turns  and  reconnoitreings,  set  their  wings  and 
come  1n  fairl\  on  top  of  the  decoys,  and  afford 
splendid  marks  for  the  <;hooters. 

But  with  all  of  the  care  requisite  in  the 
preparation  heretofore  described,  there  must 
be  equal  care  on  the  part  of  the  shooters,  both 
as  to  clothing  and  as  to  the  plan  of  campaign. 
A  man  must  -get  his  clothing  to  suit  the  color 
of  the   vegetation.      A   bright   khaki   or  duck 
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coal  and  trousers  may  be  too  light  for  o\^t 
season  and  yet  be  good  for  a  second  season. 
Sometimes  the  cover  is  darker  than  at  other 
times,  The  rule  is,-  dress  to  the  season.  Es- 
pecially is  this  true  as  to  caps  and  coats; 
trousers  do  notniatter  quite  so  much,  as  they 
are  partially  hidden  by  the  squatting  form  of 
the  shooter,  but  his  cap  and  his  coat  must  be 
one  and  indivisibTe,  as  far  as  is  strictly  pos- 
sible, with  the  color  of  -the  cover  he  is  shoot- 
ing from. 

Another  rule  to,  be  followed  is  absolute 
silence,  and  a  rigidness  along  the  lines  of  a 
bronze  statue,  loo  much  stress  cannot  be  laid 
on  the  importance  of  keeping  still  and  saying 
nothing.  The  least  move  of  a  man's  body,  or 
of  his  arm,  can  be  detected  by  the  flying  birds, 
and,  once  alarmed,  they  will  give  you  the 
"go-by"  for  that  day,  certain.  The  wag  of  a 
head,  the  stretching  of  a  neck,  the  turn  of  a 
face,  the  crooking  of  an  elbow,  and  presto — 
away  has  gone  your  chance,  and  only  the 
fervent  curse  of  a  disappointed  companion  is 
left  to  tell  the  tale. 

About  the  most  agonizing  situation  in  the 
way  of  sport  is  to  sit  with  a  "tenderfoot"  in  a 
duck  "blind"  when  the  canvas-backs  are  on 
the  move.  It  is  bad  enough.  Heaven  knows, 
in  any  sort  of  a  duck  "blind;"  but  with  the 
canvas-backs,  where  'dead  perfection  is  needed 
to  toll  them  in,  none  but  "thoroughbreds" 
ought  to  be  allowed  in  the  "cage."  Three  men 
are  all  a  good-sized  "blind"  wilj  comfortably 
hold.  One  man  at  each  end  and  one  in  the 
centre.  The  guns,  doul.tle  barrels,  are  set  in" 
rounded  places  cut  in  a  shelf  that  holds  loaded 
shells  placed  ready  to  be  seized  by  the  shooter. 
The  butts  of  the  guns  rest  solidly  against  a 
slat  nailed  to  the  floor  of  the  "blind,"  and 
which  prevents  any  possibility  of  slipping. 

Each  man  scans  the  horizon  from  his  posi- 
tion, and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  dark  line  of 
birds  from  his  vantage  point,  says  to  his  com- 
panions, "mark  left,"  "mark  right,"  or  "mark 
centre,"  as  he  may  be  sitting,  ki  this  signal 
all  three  grasp  their  guns  without  moving 
heads  or  bodies.  One  of  the  three  has  already 
been,  appointed  to  give  the  word.  That  word 
is  "now."  Not  a  muscle  is  moved  after  the 
warning  exclamation  of  "mark"  has  been 
given,  and  all  three  sit  alert  as  tigers,  strung 
up  to  concert  pitch,  waiting  for  the  word.  The 
distant  line  of  sable  on  tlie  far-off  horizon 
comes  nearer  and  swerves  down  the  lake, 
rises,  wheels,  curves  and  returns.  Each  man 
sits  statuesque,  brown  as  the  willows  that 
shrould  him,  still  as  death  itself. 

The  wheeling  mass  rises  higher,  dips, 
makes  a  long  turn,  and  then  suddenly  starts 
towards  the  "blind,"  but  high  up  as  yet.  They 
have  sighted  the  decoys.  The  wind  rises  just 
a- trifle  and  the  ripples  set  the  decoys  dancing 
sedately.  The  men  in  the  "blind"  have  not 
uttered  a  whisper,  stirred  a  finger  or  moved  an 
eyelash.  They  have  sat  unwinking  and  tense, 
carved  into  sinister  shadows.  It  is  at  such 
moments,  with  a  line  of  noble  canvas-backs 
wheeling  above  and  around  the  decoys,  and 
with  the  instinct  of  killing  l>eld  taut  in  a  man's 
hands  and  heart,  that  he  wonders  if  there  is 
not  something  in  the  theory  that  his  ancestors 
had  tails. 


'The   moral   sense,    tliat  l.\\\u\   plirase,   is  but   tlie   gift 

of   later   years; 
Conscience    was   born    when    man    liad   siieti    liis   fur, 
liis  tail,  liis  pointed  ears." 

Fo\  never  a  lion  or  cougar  sits  more 
stealthily  on  the  watch  than  the  shooters  con- 
cealed ill  the  blind.  Only  their  eye-balls  move, 
never  their  heads.  Around  the  circle  of  fly- 
ing ducks  goes  again.  This  time  lower.  Lower 
again.  The  rush  of  wings  comes,  and  one  or 
two  stray  birds  make  as  if  to  light.  Once  more 
round,  and  now  the  flock  sweeps  in  boldly,  all 
doubt  gone,  and,  as  a  mass  of  heavy  bodies 
and  broad  wings  are  suspended  over  the 
wooden  decoys,  some,  of  them  already  drop- 
ped in  among  the  counterfeits,  a  sharp  "now" 
comes,  and  three  figures  rise  as  one  and  six 
shots  are  poured  in  among  the  scallerd 
c^i^i^acks. 

There  is  no  cunf usioii^iiMfl»<>i»|l,  the  shooters 
as  each  picks  his  birds.  TfiV  man  on  the  left 
fakes  a  pair  to  the  left,  the  man  in  the  centre 
has  already  picked  his  birds  as. he  rises,  ahd 
the  man  on  the  rig^ht  .centres  bis  jfirst  bird  and 
fires  his  second  barrel  at  two  crd^g  birds, 
killing  one  stone  dead  and  winging  the  other, 
which  falls  to  the  water  and  starts  t<^  swim 
ftwayt  itc  hiad  ehowing  above — tho  watjfr. 
Picking  up  a  rcpeiting  shot-gun,  loaded  witb 
fine  shot  and  kept  standing  in  the  "blind"  for 
jcHpples,  he  cuts  down,  thfi  awtiPining  bird  stith 
a  charge  of  number  eights  through  the  head, 
and  turns  to  see  if  any  of  the  other  birds  need 
attention.  One  of  the  others  shows  signs  of 
making  away,  and  he  settles  it  with  a  second 
load  from  the  repealer.  Seven  birds  down. 
One  of  the  men  takes  a  quick  look  around 
the  horizon,  leaps  from  the  "blind,"  pulls  out 
a  little  duck-boat  whicli  had  been  hidden  in 
the  brush,  sculls  rapidly  out,  picks  up  the 
ducks,  comes  in,  shoves  the  duck-boat  back 
in  its  hiding-place,  jumps  in  the  "blind"  again, 
and  the  ambush  is  again  ready  for  another 
visitation.  A  good  "blind"  will  always  have 
a  gate  at  one  end  where  a  man  can  slip  out 
without  disarranging  the  brush  or.  willows. 
When  the  man  who  goes  for  the  dead  birds  is 
out,  the  others  load  up  and  are  on  the  qui 
vive  for  other  birds.  Sometimes  a  second 
flock  will  come  in  at  the  very  time  the  third 
man  has  begun  to  pick  up,  and  occasionally  a 
long  shot  may  be  had  by  the  man  in  the  btjat 
lying  down,  and  the  men  in  the  "blind"  some- 
times get  high  shots  in  this  way  that  bring  a 
pair  or  so  of  ducks  to  the  water. 

Chasing  cripples,  particularly  when  tlie 
weather  is  stormy  and  the  water  rough,  is 
pretty  near  a  useless  proposition.  A  repeating 
shotgun,  loaded  v/ith  fine  shot,  is  the  most 
effective  way  of  gathering  crippled  birds,  and 
with  one  of  these  in  a  corner  of  a  "blind"  and 
an  instantaneous  use  of  it — shooting  at  the 
head  of  any  bird  that  shows  a  disposition  to 
leave  the  locality — many  a  fine  bird  has  bee/i 
saved.  Going  out  after  wounded  birds  has 
another  disadvantage  in  the  way  of  being  like- 
ly to  frighten  other  flocks  which  may  come  in, 
and  the  aim  of  the  shooter  is  always  to  keep 
under  cover  as  much  as  possible. 

A  good  retriever,  or  even  two  dogs  are 
sometimes  _used,  and  1  have  heard  many  argu- 
ments both  for  and  against  their  use.  For 
one  thing,  they  may  get  restbss  and  frighten 
away  the  birds,  and  there  is  hardiy  room  in  a 
"blind"  for  dogs  unless  it  has  been  built  on  a 
very  roomy  plan.  Then,  too,  they  sometimes 
upset  decoys  in  their  eagerness,  whereas  a 
man  retrieving  birds  always  sets  up  any  I'pped 
decoys  before  he  comes  back  to  the  blind. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  birds  are  flying  well, 
the  shooter  can  stay  out  of  sight  and  gel  more 
shots  than  if  he  was  out  after  the  dead  birds. 
A  swimming  retriever  is  not  nearly  so  con- 
spicuous as  a  man  in  a  boat,  and  v.hile  the 
ducks  will  not  likely  decoy  clear  into  the  centre 
of  the  wooden  lures,  they  quite  oMen  come  in 
close  enough  for  good  results.  If  birds  are 
very  plentiful,  1  would  recommend  a  couple 
of  good  retrievers.  If  birds  are  scarce,  I 
think  the  best  results  will  be  had  by  leaving 
the  dogs  at  home. 

Canvas-backs,  red-heads,  lilue-bills  and  all 
the  so-called  "deep-water  ducks"  are  very 
tenacious  of  life,  and  require  the  centre  of  the 
charge  to  kill  them.  K  single  shot  in  the  head 
or  neck  will  be  sufficient,  but  if  hit  anywhere  in 
the  body,  and  not  winged,  they  need  to  be 
hard  hit,  for  ii  is  surprising  how  much  shot  one 
of  them  will  carry  away.  Head  and  neck  shots 
are  the  most  killing,  and  long  shots  are  the 
exception,  for  at  long  range,  with  their  dense 
feathers  and  great  vitality,  they  are  exception- 
ally difficult  birds  lo  kill  stone  dead. 

You  will  hear  great  tales  of  "bringing 
them  out  of  the  clouds,"  "picking  them  off  the 
sky,"  etc.,  but  outside  of  sixty  yards  they  are 
like  cast-iron  targets,  and  from  forty  to  fifty 
yards  is  far  enough  for  any  man's  gun.  Oc- 
casional "miracle"  shots  are  registered,  but 
the  closer  you  can  get  a  canvas-back  to  come 
in  the  more  chance  you  have  for  bringing  him 
to  bag.  They  have  been  killed  at  ranges  of 
from  seventy  to  possibly  ninety  yards,  but  un- 
less you  are  willing  to  take  the  risk  of  "strain- 
ing your  gun"  by  shooting  too  far,  your  best

Some  remarkable  advice  to  seafarers  is 
j;;iven  in  an  old  Portuguese  book,  published  for 
the  guidance  of  mariners.  Amongst  other 
things  it  deals  with  the  rights  of  captains  to 
assault  sailors,  and  the  methods  in  which  the 
attacks  are  to  be  legally  met. 

The  sailor  is  advised  to  bear  calmly  any 
verbal  aiMi,.  that  an  irate  skipper  may  hurl 
at  him,  but  if  words  passed  to  blows  he  was 
to  run  away  into  the  bows  and  firmly  take  his 
stand  beside  the  anchor  chain. 

Should  an  infuriated  master,  armed  with  a 
belaying  pin  or  other  lethal  weapon,  chase  him 
to  his  stronghold,  tlie  mariner  was  to  slip 
round  to  the  fartlier  side  of  the  chain.  Should 
he  still  be  pursued,  he  was  to  call  his  mess- 
mates to  witness  that  the  master  had  broken 
the  rules  by  circumventing  the  chain.

Other 
little  matters  of  discipline  are  set  out,  and  they 
show  a  noble  effort  to  make  the  punishm.ent 
fit  the  crime. 

The  ship's  clerk,  a  privileged  person  who 
acted  as  bookkeeper,  purser  and  cargo-master, 
.was  liable  to  be  branded  in  the  forehead,  to 
lose  his  right  hand,  and  to  'forfeit  all  his 
property  if"he  made  a  wrong  entry  in  the  ship's 
book,  or  connived  at  such  an  entry.

inbeasing  in  popularity.  But  even  yet  the  ap- 
pUcalion  of  the  gas  appears  to  be  only  in  its  in- 
fancy, lighting,  of  course,  is  the  most  ob- 
vious, but  within  the  last  eighteen  years  en- 
gineers all  over  the  world  have  been  applying 
themselves  to  the  problem  6f  extending  the 
application  of  the  gas. 

Possibly  the  most  interesting  of  the  com- 
paratively new  uses  of  acetylene  is  in  welding 
and  cutting  steel.  By  means  of  an  acetylene 
blower  two  piece  eel.are  welded  together 

at  a  temperature  ui  o,.)U0  degrees  much  more 
easily  and  quickly  than  they  could  be  joined  by 
the  use  of  the  old-fashioned  rivet.  Cutting  out 
designs  in  steel  by  means  of  the  blower  is  ap- 
parently as  easy  as  cutting  paper.  The  method 
employed  is  to  lay  the  draughtsman's  design 
^n  a  machine.  Over  it  the  workman  simply 
runs  a  wheel,  following  the  drawing.  By  a  me- 
chanical arrangement  the  blower  moves  exact- 
ly with  the  wheel,  but  over  a  sheet  of  steel, 
and  with  almost  inconceivable  ease  fantastic 
designs  are  cut  out  in  the  solid  metal. 

The  most  Intense  heat  with  the  blower  is 
secured  when  oxygen  is  mixed  with  the  acety- 
lene, and.  ,1  an  example  of  the  uses  to  which 
this  combination  can  be  put,  U  Is  possible  to 
cut  a  solid  block  of, armor  plate,  sixteen  inches 
square,  in  about  four  minutes.  Another  of 
the  uses  to  which  it  can  be  put  is  the  cutting  of 
boiler  tube  holes,  which  can  be  cutdii  this  way 
with  perfect  exactitude. 

The  cutting  operation  is  very  simple,  and 
can  be  mastered  by  any  intelligent  workman  in 
a  few  hours.  Here  is  a  description  of  h(T\v  the 
work  is  done: 

"The  edge  or  surface  of  the  plate  at  the 
point  to  be  cut  is  first  heated  by  the  mixed  jet 
of  oxygen  and  any  suitable  fuel  gas.  When  this 
spot  has  been  brought  to  a  state  of  incandes- 
cence, a  fine  cutting  jet  of  oxygen  is  discharged 
upon  it.  This  immediately  produces  combus- 
tion of  the  metal,  with  the  resulting  formation 
of  iron  oxide.  The  jet  of  oxygen  is  made  suf- 
ficiently strong  to  blow  away  this  iron  oxide 
in  front  of  it,  with  the  result  that  a  clean,  nar- 
1  '  Liit  ;  effected  through  the  metal  at  a 
speed  of  travel  which  is  comparalile  with  hot 
sawing.  The  metal  on  each  side  of  the  cut  is 
neither  melted  nor  injured  in  any  way,  as  the 
action  proceeds  too  rapidly  for  the  iieat  to 
spread ;  in  fact,  the  edges  present  the  sharp  and 
purely  metallic  surface  of  a  saw  cut.  The  cut- 
ling  may  be  made  to  follow  any  desired  line, 


executing  circles,  curves  or  profiles  as  desired, 
for  which  purpose  guides  and  other  mechanical 
contrivances  are  supplied.  Bevel  cuts  can  be 
made,  and  the  process  can  be  employed  for 
the  cutting  of  all  grades  or  conditions  of  steel, 
as  the  action  being  chemical  rather  than  me- 
chanical, the  quality  of  the  metal  does  not  ma- 
terially affect  the  results. 

"the  process  may  be  employed  for  cut- 
ting sections  of  any  thickness  up  to  and  exceed- 
ing twelve  inches,  and  the  same  cutter  can  be 
employed  without  any  structural  alteration  on 
plates  varying  in  thickness  within  wide  limits; 
all  that  is  necessary  is  to  increase  the  velocity 
and  quantity  of  the  oxygen  used  for  cutting 
to  correspond  with  the  increased  thickness  of 
the  plate." 

The  introduction  of  the  Gxy7acetylene 
welding  and  cutting  of  metals,  it  is  said,  has 
lately  opened  up  an  enormous  new  field.  Any 
metal  can  be  tackled,  and  such  an  article  as  a 
cracked  motor-car  frame  can  be  rapidly  and 
easily  welded  together  in  situ. 

Further  developments  in  the  use  of  acety- 
lene are  in  the  application  of  the  gas  to  the 
generation  of  motive  power  and  in  heating  and 
cooking.  In  these  directions  there  appears 
to  be  ample  scope  for  the  application  of  en- 
gineering skill,  but  recent  developments  have 
shown  that  it  is  ditllcult  to,  put  a  limit  fo  the 
purposes   to   which    engineers   will  yet    apply 

acetylene.

This  station 
was  established  and  made  ready  for  occupa- 
tion in  1908.  In  the  establishment  of  this 
station,  the  Dominion  Government  recognized 
the  necessity  for  scientific  investigation  into 
the  life-history,  habits  and  sources  of  food 
supply  of  the"  many  forms  of  marine  life  that 
have  already  been,  or  may  be,  utilised  to 
serve  the  wants  of  mankind. 

Having  a  close  relationship  with  the  De- 
partment of  Fisheries  and  the  co-operation  of 
the  officials  of  the  department,  the  institu- 
tion has  already  done  much  useful  work. 
Under  the  direction  of  the  late  Rev.  (..  \V. 
Taylor,  who  was  appointed  first  curator,  and 
since  his  demise,  under  that  of  Dr.  C.  McLean 
Fraser,  his  successor  in  office,  the  facilities 
for  the  work"  have  been  greatly  extended, 
until,  at  present,  wide  possibilities  for  investi- 
gation are  available,  while  the  prospects  for 
further  improvements  in  the  near  future  are 
good  indeed. 

In  pioneer  work  of  this  kind,  the  investi- 
gation, in  the  case  of  m.any  of  the  problems 
attacked,  must  extend  over  a  series  of  years 
before  the  country  at  large  may  reap  a  bene- 
fit great  enough  to  be  very  noticeable,  but  the 
work  is  none  the  less  important  on  thai  ac- 
count. In  some  cases  sufficient  advancement 
has  lieen  made  to  make  it  possible  to  have 
the  results  published.  Already  several  papers 
have  appeared.  Investigators  from  various 
points  in  Canada,  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain  have  availed  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunity afforded  of  examining  some  aspect  of 
the  marine  life  in  a  region  which  off  ens  as 
great  a  variety,  as  great  an  abundance,  as  a^ny 
region  of  similar  area  on   the  surface  of  ihe 

globe.

All  success  to  Sir  Ernest  Shackleton  in 
his  proposed  attempt  to  cross  the  Antarctic 
continent!  His  base  will  be  in  the  Weddell 
Sea,  in  about  latitude  78  degrees  South,  where 
the  German  Antarctic  expedition  under  Lieut. 
^Ipilchner  wintered  in  1912.  He  hopes  to  ar- 
rive there  next  October,  and  start  the  long 
march  to  the  South  Pole  early  in  November. 
If  he  cannot  get  to  his  base  so  early  in  the 
season — it  was  December  when  Lieut.  Filchner 
went  South-*he  will  winter  on  Coats  Lairi<laiHi 
|rt>stpone  the  joarney  to  the  Pole  for  i.yicarv

miles  from  the  base  camp.  In  any  case,  when 
the  main  journey  begins,  no  food  depots  will 
be  laid  down  by  the  South  Pole  party.  This 
will  be  composed  of  six  members— Sir  Ernest 
Sliaclcleton  himself,  Mr.  Frank  Wild,  who  has 
taken  part  in  three  Antarctic  expeditions  since 
the  heginning  nf  thf  rfintitry; Ml Qfiocsfi.

in  estimating  the  prospects  of  the  expedition. 
The  main  party  will  advance,  tlien,  carry- 
ing all  their  supplies  with  them  on  dog-hauled 
sledges.  What  they  will  do  after  reaching  the 
Pole  is  somewhat  uncertain.  The  route  by 
which  Sir  Ernest  Shackleton  will  seek  to  com- 
plete the  trartscontinental  journey  will  depend 
on  the  condition  of  the  party.  One  course 
would  be  to  keep  to  the  high  plateau  of  South 
Victoria  Land  and  push  as  far  North  as  pos- 
sible. Another  would  be  to  make  for  McMurdo 
Sound  by  the  now  well-known  Barrier  route. 
Yet  a  third  course  would  be  to  follow  Capt. 
Amundsen's  route..  By  whatever  route  he 
reaches  the  .Ross  Sea,  Sir  Ernest  .Shackleton 
hopes  to  be  picked  up  by  a  ship  whose  special 
duty  it  will  be  to  find  the  transcontinental 
party  on  the  completion  of  their  jourtiey.  Sir 
Ernest  estimates  that  he  can  make  the  journey 
in  five  months,  so  that  if  he  starts  from  Coats 
Land  in  November  of, next  year  he"  should  be 
in  New  Zealand  in  April,  1915;  if  his  de- 
parture from  Coats  Land  js  delayed  for  a  year, 
he  should  get  to  New  Ze'aland  in  April,  1916. 

AN  AMBITIOUS  PROJECT 

Such,  then,  in  outline,  is  the  expedition's 


journeys  have  been  made  under  such  condi- 
tions. l""or  instance,  when  Admiral  Peary 
went  to  the  North  Pole  from  Grant  Land,  it  was 
useless  for  him  to  think  of  establishing  depots 
on  the  drifting  ice  of  the  North  Polar  Ocean. 
Hut  in  that  case  the  double  journey  only 
amounted  to  1.000  miles,  as  against  the  1,700 
miles  of  Sir  Ernest  Shackleton's  projected 
march.  The  most  critical  point  in  Sir  Ernest's 
experience,  if  he  gets  so  far,  will  be  when  he 
is  half  way.  Carrying  enough  for  the  tlirough 
journey,  he  would  then  be  able  either  to  go 
forward  or  to  turn  back.  But  beyond  that 
point  all  idea  of  falling  back  on.  his  base,  if 
things  went  wrong,  would  have  to  be 
abandoned.^

programme.  It  is  distinguished  alike  by  its 
magnitude  and  its  many  risks.  From  the 
proposed  base  camp  In  the  Weddell  Sea  to 
the  South  Pole  is  a  distance  of  12  degrees 
of  latitude— 720  geographical  miles,  or  about 
840  statute  miles.  From  the  Pole  to  Sir 
Ernest  Shackleton's  old  base  camp  in  McMurdo 
Sound  is  about  870  statute  miles.  The  pro- 
ject, therefore,  involves  a  minimum  journey 
of  oyer  1,700  miles,  a  distance  equivalent  to 
that  from  the  West  coast  of  Norway  to  the 
Aegean  Sea.  There  is  nothing  in  the  length  of 
such  a  joruney  to  discourage  hopes  of  success. 
Counting  relays,  Sir  Ernest  himself  traveled 
1,700  miles  in  1908-9,  when  he  made  such  a 
gallant  bid  for  the  South  Pole.  But  on  that 
occasion  he  traveled  back  over  his  own  tracks 
during  the  second  half  of  the  journey.  This 
has  been  a  characteristic  of  all  the  big  journeys 
of  penetration  into  the  Interior  of  the  Ant- 
arctic continent.  The  novelty  and  the  special 
risk  attaching  to  the  expedition  now  proposed 


is  that  the  journey  will  be  one  of  continuous 
advance.  The  outlook  would  be  more  hope- 
ful if  the  route  of  the  second  half  of  the 
journey  from  the  Pole  to  the  Ross  Sea  were 
-  definitely  determined,  and  if  arrangements 
were  made,  for  a  party  from  the  supporting 
ship  to  go  out  to  meet  the  explorer.  The  un- 
certainty which  at  present  seems  to  exist,  even 
in  Sir  Ernest  Shackletyn's  mind,  as  to  where 
he  will  emerge  must  add  considerably  to  the 
risk  of  his  being  picked  up  at  the  time  ap- 
pointed. 

Sir  Ernest's  decision  not  to  leave  any  food 
depots  behind  him  is  perhaps  unavoidable;  for, 
if  the  explorers  are  to  cross  the  continent, 
they  must  carry  enough  food  for  the  through 
journey,  and  to  carry  additional  supplies  for 
depots  would  be  to  impose  a  strain  on  the 
transport  arrangements  which  would  probably 
destroy  any  chance  of  success  which  the  expe- 
dition "may  have.  None  the  less,  the  decision 
adds  to  the  dangers  of  the  advance.    No  doubt

shaw's  Railway  Guide;"  portrait  of  Quttn  Vic- 
toria; baby's  feeding-bottle  and  children's  toys, 
and  a  shilling  razor. 

Bibles  in  French  and  English  are  aiso 
there,  the  Hebrew  Pentateuch,  the  Arabic 
Genesis,  and  a  translation  into  two  hundred 
^u^  fifteen  languages  of  the  sixteenth  verse  of 
the  third  chapter  of  St,  John's  Gospel;  case

Capt.  Amundsen  was  not  going  "blind," 
as  Sir  Ernest  Shackleton  will  have  to  do  in 
advancing  from  the  Weddell  Sea.  Absolute- 
ly nothing  is  known  as  to  the  character  of  the 
country  over  the  840  miles  between  his  pro- 
posed base  and  the  Pole.  The  conditions  may 
not  be  especially  difficult  when  they  are 
known,  but  the  task  of  finding  out  what  they 
are  like  adds  so  much  to  the  magnitude  of  the 
enterprise  that  it  will  be  a  fine  achievement  if 
he  gets  as  near  the  Pole  as  he  did  last  time. 
If'he  does  better  than  that  he  will  indeed  have 
good  cause  to  congratulate  himself. 

One  thing  Is  certain — that  Sir  Ernest 
Shackleton  has  the  courage  of  his  convictions 
and  the  ability  to  give  effect  to  them  if  any- 
one can.  He  is  sure  to  do  good  work,  whether 
or  not  he  carries  out  his  programme  in  its  en- 
tirety. If  doubts  exist  on  that  point,  we  hope 
that  they  will  be  banished  by  his  complete 
triumph.  We  conclude  as  we  began,  by  wish- 
ing him  every  success  in  the  realization  of 
what  we  have  reason>  to  know  haS;  been  his 
secret  ambition  ever  since  he  started  on  his 
last  expedition.  He  would  have  crossed  the 
continent  then,  if  he  could.  This  time  he  will 
have  more  experience  and  a  better  equipment.

.'\  German  doctor  has  just  published  a  treatise 
demonstrating  the  extraordinary  antiseptic 
properties  of  pure  cane  sugar  hi  the  treatment 
of  wounds,  thus  giving  additional  proof  of  tlie 
old  adage  that  "there  is  nothing  new  under 
the  sun." 

As  a  result  oi  a  number  of  experiments  it 
is  conclusively  proved  that  a  solution  of  sugar 
is  one  of  the  best  disinfectants  and  sterilizers 
that  can  be  found.  The  German  doctor  em- 
ployed it  successfully  in  a  nimiber  of  very 
grave  cases.  Its  use  was  entirely  beneficial, 
and  prevented  putrefaction  of  wounds  and 
contamination  by  microbes  more  efficaciously 
than  any  other  medical  antiseptic. 

The  use  of  sugar  as  a  preservative  of 
liquids,  especially  of  milk,  is  common  enough, 
hut  very  few  people  were  aware  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  powerful  microbe-killer.

'  LOOSENESS  IN  COATS 

'  All  Of  the  new  coats  are  noteworthy  for  - 
their  looseness,  especially  through  the  should, 
ers;  they  appear  almost  to  be  slipping  off,  and 
certainly  to  have  been  made  for  a^woman 
several  sizes  larger  than  the  wearer,,^^  a  New 
York  Tr?bune  writer.  When  this  looseness  is 
not  taken  care  of  by  the  plaits,  as  in  the  Nor- 
folk-jacket,  it  is. gathered, apparently  cai^g  . 
Iv,  in  to  th(i  wide  belt,  giving  the  effect  ^fslif 
exa$>gcrated  l^ssian  blouse.  The  skirt  portion 
is  sure  to  flarei.  though  in  a  sports  coat  not- to 
any  very  marked  degree. 

This  same  looseness  marks,  the  new  motor 
coat'=  but  it  is  more  noticeable  in  the  back 
than  in  the  front.  One  of  the  best  looking  im- 
ported models  is  developed  in  an  English 
gaberdine  in  a  soft  broAvn  mixture.  The  back 
is  "very  baggy,  hanging  in  long,  loose  folds  that 
seem  to  lose  tl^em.seives  under  the  belt,  which 
is  attached  b^lteB|6ns  to  the  sides.  The  drap- 
ingsform  the  "very  f  ult ,  kilJM^io  sleeves  that 
woutd  be  far  from  practicaVla  a  motor  coat  if 
there  were  ngjt  inner  sleeves  which  fit  the  arm 
more  closely  and  which  strap  across  te  the 
wrist  as  a  protection  against  wind  and  dust.  A 
deep  raccoon  collar  on  these  coats  can  be 
turned  up  until  the  face  js  almost  lost  behind  it. 
For  hard  motoring  in  the  country  the  most 
comfortable  are  those  of  raccoon,  which  defy 
all  kinds  of  weather  and  which  the.^pest 
wind  cannot  penetrate.  When  a  pejflSed  Itddd 
of  the  same  fur  is  added  one  is  well  protected 
against  the  cold. 

Reversible  coats  are  very  practical.  One 
type,  for  instanae,  shows  the  English  gaberdine 
or  tweed  or  one  side  and  the  soft  Swedish  dog- 
skin on  the  other.  The  coat  is  fashioned  so 
that  it  may  be  worn  with  either  side  out.  It 
is  a  simple  double-lireasted  affair,  with  a  box 
plait  in  ihe  back,  giving  the  necessary  fullness. 
Practically  all  of  the  •  good  materials  are 
cravenctted. 

Besides  many  of  the  walking  coats,  ihe  new 
motor  coats  look  surprisingly  full.  This  is  in- 
tentional, the  idea  being  to  allow  the  wearer 
sufficient  material  so  that  she  may  tuck  the 
coat  in  at  the  sides  as  she  would  Inck  a  lap 
robe.  For  this  reason  many  motor  entnusiasts 
like  the  army  coats,  which  can  be  wrapped 
around  the  figure.  They  are  purposely  cut 
with  additional  fullness,  and  to  add  to  the  com- 
fort of  the  motorist  there  is  an  attached  hood. 

All  of  these  coats  are  for  hard  wear,  and 
are  worn  only  by  women  who  go  in  for  motor- 
ing as  a  sport.  Other  women,  who  merely  use 
their  cars  as  a  conveyance,  wear  handsome  fur 
coats. 

One  particularly  comfortable  hood  is  de- 
veloped in  a  soft  wool  in  any  of  the  pretty 
leather  tones  and  is  lined  with  taffeta.  Another 
motor  hat,  which  has  won  a  host  of  admirers 
because  it  is  simple  and  yet  not  too  severe  to 
be  becoming,  is  made  of  duvetyn  in  any  of  tlie 
effective  colorings.  The  lines  are  similar  to 
those  of  a  cap,  and  it  fits  the  head  as  snugly, 
but  the  trimmings  of  patent  leather  or  black 
n-ioire  ribbon,  encircling  the  soft  crown,  lake 
awav  too  close  a  resemblance  to  the  regula- 
tion cap.

Muffs  and  Stoles 

Mufls  and  stoles  take  unto  them^elve^  this 
vear  the  most  unexpected  and  strange  forms 
imaginable— although    these    fanciful    shapes 
are,  we  must  admit,  not  without  their  charm. 
This  Winter  the  scarf  must  be  of  the  "pal- 
atine" shape  which  so  pleased  our  grandmoth- 
ers In  the  year  1S40.    This  "palatine,"  which 
follows  strictly  the  line  of  the  shoulders,  forms 
a  pointed  or  square  hood,  linished  with  tassels 
or  fringe.     A  new  style  of  wearing  the  stole  is 
to  sew  it  in  the  middle  to  a  certain  height, 
leaving  an  opening  to  pass  the  left  arm  through. 
At  the  right  the  two   ends  of  the  stole  are 
held    under    the    muff.     In  this    manner   the 
whole  of  the  chest  is  left  open  to  the  mercy 
of  all  the  winds  that  blow,  while,  seen  from 
the  back,   we  appear  to  be  wearing  a  warm 
cape.    This  means  simply  that  our  scarves  and 
<toles  this  Winter  are  worn  in  such  a  manner 
that  they  are  rather  ornaments  than  comfort- 
able garments.     Thus  the  line  of  the  stole  is 
largely   modified;   it   is   more   solid— that   is, 
wider  and  shorter,  so  as  to  resemble  as  much 
as  possible  a  little  mantle.     Also,  most  stoles 
are  made  to  look  like  mantles.     With  all  of 
them  a  system  of  fastening  is  adopted  which  al- 
lows of  varving  the  shape  of  the  garment  at 
the  will  of  the  wearer.     Sometimes  it  is  worn 
as  a  Spanish  cape  thrown  over  the  shoulder; 
soniet^imes  it  forms  a  large  plastron  over  the 
chest;  at  other  times  it  is  all  at  the  back.     It 
enables  us.  apparently,  to  come  out  in  a  fresh 
stole   every   day.      Many    women    prefer  this 
"adaptable  mantle"  to  the  quaint  little  peler- 
ines   which  follow  so  closely  the  line  of  the 
shoulders  and  keep  us  so  warm— the  one  qual- 
ity which  formerly  was  the  essential  of  a  fur 
•'arment     The  mulT  which  matches  these  stoles 
has  no  lixcd  shape,  but  it  must  be  wide  and 
Ion?    taking  in  the  whole  of  the  forearm  up 
to   the  elbow;  and   this  arm   must  always  be 
-loved  in  suede  or  chevreau  of  light  tint.     Its 
characteristic  is  suppleness. 

Trimmed  mulTs  seem  in  the  majority,  and 
they  give  such  a  finished  air  to  a  toilette  of  the 
same  material.  After  all.  it  is  an  accommodat- 
'\n^  fashion  for  those  to  whom  the  price  of 
n-ood  fur  is  prohibitive,  and  the  little  ruffle 
made  from  half  a  yard  of  fur,  and  a  slightly 
narrower  one  to  border  the  muff,  means  a 
<mall  outlay,  and  yet  gives  a  modish  effect. 

The  flowers  chosen  to  adoui  our  furs  must 
not  be  selected  haphazard,  for  particular  furs 
rciiuirc  particular  tlowers.  So  if  you  wish  to 
be  in  the  fashion  (and  which  of  us  does  not.'  ) 
wear  the  rose  de  Prance  with  opossum.  The 
modest  bouquet  of  violets  adorns  black  or 
white  fox.  With  seal,  only  a  rosebud  is  al- 
lowed" but  sable  requires  the  gardenia  or  the 
cameli'a.  Carnations  go  well  with  skunk,  and 
the  F»arma  violet  is  specially  suited  to  ermine. 
As  to  chinchilla,  its  richness  is  only  to  be  set 
off  with  orchids  or  rare  atid  exotic  flowers.

to  arrange  the  hair  in  this  new  manner, 
draw  it  all  gently  back  from  the  face,  bu*  drav 
it  back  more  tightly  from  the  forehead  than 
from  the  sides  of  the  head.  Do  not  pull  ,it 
tight  Imck  from  the  forehead,  but  do  not  puff 
it.  Loosen  it  over  the  ears.  It  can  be  parted 
slightly  over  one  temple  if  the  parting  makes 
it  fluffier  and  more  graceful. 

For  the  French  twist  that  goes  with  this 
coiffure  the  hair  is  drawn  back  to  the  nape 
of  the  neck  and  these  rolled  into  a  tight  twist 
reaching  frdm  the  nape  of  the  neck  to  the 
crown  of  the  head.  On  top  of  the  head  the 
hair  is  puffed  into  a  Psyche  knot  or  a  loose 
puff  of  some  sort,  and  this  is  secured  with 
combs  or  pins,  or  a  jeweled  band.

There  is  no  stragg- 
ling hair  on  the  neck,  and  even  about  the  ears 
ihe  hair  must  be  neat.  •

Keeping  Well  and  Prettg 

-Only  bv  intelligent  care  can  the  complex- 
ion be  kepi  radiant,  the  skin  smooth  and  line 
and  the  healtl;  equable  in  varying  kinds  of 
weather.  A  sudden  chill,  if  it  does  not  bring 
on  disease,  affects  the  delicate  skin  of  the  face, 
clogging  up  the  pores  and  preventing  them 
from  throwing  off  the  waste  matter. 

The  glands  become  charged,  and  the  face 
breaks  out  in  a  rash.  ,  The  rash  is  sometimes 
preventive  of  more  serious  trouble,  as,  if  the 
waste  matter  which  causes  it  were  thrown 
back  into  the  system  instead  of  finding  vent  in 
the  eruption,  it  might  cause  fever  with  its  at- 
tendant troubles. 

For  this  reason  a  hot  face  bath  should  al- 
ways be  followed  by  a  cold  water  douse,  or 
if  this  does  not  agree  with  the  skin,  as  it  may 
not,  hot  water  bath  should  be  followed  with 
luke  warm  water,  then  with  the  cold.  Soap 
should  be  used  only  at  night,  and  with  hot 
water,  rinsing  off  thoroughly  with  clean,  soft 
warm  water,"  after  which  a  good  cream  should 
be  rubbed  in.  In  the  mornings  the  face  should 
be  doused  with  cold  water,  and  upon  coming 
in  from  the  open  air  the  dust  should  be  reniov- 
ed  with  cold  cream,  allowing  it  to  remain  on 
about  ten  minutes  and  then  removing  it  with  a 
soft  cloth,  using  no  water  till  the  night  bath. 

Going  suddenly  from  hot  into  cold  air.  or 
in  any  way  subjecting  one's  self  to  abrupt 
changes  of  temperature  is  injurious  to  health 
and  complexion,  and  can  generally  be  avoided. 
Also,  great  care  .should  be  observed  in  regard 
to  drying  the  skin.  Hands  and  face  suffer  in 
particular,  but  the  general  health  is  apt  to  be 
affected  if  the  skin  is  not  thoroughly  dried  be. 
fore  encountering  different  temperature  from 
that  of  the  hath  room.  Air  drying  is  Iiighly  to 
be  recommended  if  it  is  thorough. 

Fortunately  fashion  has  succeeded  in  eman- 
cipating us  from  the  "bundling-up"  habit,  but 
it  is  well  to  remember  in  these  days  of  trans- 
parent blouses  and  tlaring  coat  collars  that  the 
shortest  road  to  pneumonia  is  through  cold 
air  striking  the  back  between  the  shoulders. 

Finally,  to  keep  well  and  pretty  in  cold 
\\eather.  keep  the  circulation  vigorous  through 
plenty  of  exercise  and  a  reasonable  amount  of 
friction,  avoid  extremes  of  heat  and  cold,  eat 
heat  producing  foods,  and  wear,  loose,  light, 
protecting  clothing.  In  the  open  air,  "open 
up"'  to  the  cold — relax  instead  of  huddling  up, 
and  you  will  be  surprised  to  find  how  much 
more  comfortable  you  are.  It  is  because  the 
muscles  arc  freed  then  and  circulation  is  not 
impeded. — Abigail  Moore,  in  Montreal  Star.

RYE    BREAD 

II  juu  <.\o  not  like  rye  bread  it  is  hiRh  lime 
I.. I  begin  to  cultivate  a  taste  for  it;  and  if  you 
are  a  housekeeper  and  cannot  make  it  well, 
now  is  the  lime  to  learn,  writes  Alice  15.  Whit- 
aker  in  The  Country  Gentleman.     Rye  meal  is 
somewhat  harder  to  find  than  rye  flour,  but  it 
is  always  much  better;  in  fact  oldtim.'.  cook 
never  used  rye  flour.     Since  the  gluten  of  rye 
is  not  so  strong  as  that  of  wheat,  rye  flour 
will  not  hold  up  so  well  under  a  leavening 
agent,  and  it  is  advisable  to  add  about  one-third 
wheat  flour  when  making  bread.    His  also  weU 
to  remember  that  the  unbaked  rye  dough  c^, 
atjt  l?e  handled  so  much  as  that  ma4c  enW^y 
c^  wheat  flour.   B^  made  from  rye  also  re^ 
quires  a  longer  time  tQ  bstke.     %  ; 

The  nmimW  that  a  rye  loaf  roust  always 
be  sticlty  and  perhaps  a  little  soggy  is  respon* 
sible  for  an  occasional  distaste  for  \K  and  tlie 
careless  cook  is  not  fikeiy  to  have  success  with 
this  liind  of  bread*  irailure  may  result  from  us- 
ing too  much  molasses,  from  using  all  rye  for 
mixing,  from  too  much  handling,  or-4he  mo?^ 
important  of  all  reasons — from  too  quiclc  bak- 


ing. An  hour  is  the  least  time  tnat  a  rye  loaf 
should  stand  in  Or  moderate  oven.  The  'ild- 
time  rye  bread  b4ked  in  a  brick  oven  doubtless 
owed  its  good  quaUties  to  the  slow  leaking.  ., 


RVE  MIJSH  OR  mSXY  PUDDING 

Rye  mush  was  a  favorite  before  the  day  of 
numberless  breakfast  foods,  and  it  was  gener- 
ally eaten  with  molasses  or  syrup.  When  well 
made  it  is  quite  as  palatable  as  the  modern  ce- 
reals, and  is  worth  trying  now  and  then;  it 
should  always  be  made  of  meal.  Add  a  level 
teaspoonful  of  salt  to  one  cupful  of  rye  meal 
and  beat  in  enough  cold  water  to  make  a 
smooth  batter.  Add  to  this  four  cupfuls  of 
boiling  water  and  cook  twenty  minutes,  stir- 
ring  constantly  until  smooth  and  thick,  then 
after  that  stir  occasionally  and  let  cook  an 
hour. 


RYE    TOAST 

First  make  small  biscuits  from  one  cupful  of 
rye  meal  or  flour,  one  cupful  of  white  flour, 
half  a  level  teaspoonful  of  salt,  three  level 
t^aspoonfuls  of  baking  powder,  one  level  tea- 
spoonful of.  lard  or  butter  and  a  scant  three- 
quarters  of  a  cupful  of  milk.  Pat  out  half  an 
inch  thick,  cut  in  rounds  and  bake  quickly. 
Have  three  cupfuls  of  white  sauce  ready,  and 
while  the  biscuits  are  hot  tear  them  apart  and 
cover  them  with  the  sauce  in  a  deep  dish. 

UGHT.COLpRED    RYE    BREAD 

Dissolve  one  yeast  cake,  one  level  tea- 
spoonful of  sugar  and  a  level  teaspoonful  of 
salt  in  one  cupful  and  a  third  of  lukewarm 
water.  Mix  in  two  cupfuls  of  white  flour,  and" 
when  these  ingredients  are  beaten  to  a  smooth 
batter,  add  enough  rye  flour  to  make  a  stiff 
dough.  Knead  ten  minutes,  cover  and  let  rise. 
When  very  light  knead  a  little,  shape  into  one 
loaf,  let  rise  in  the  pan  until  nearly  doubled 
and  bake  in  a  moderate  oven. 

RYE    MUFFINS  ' 

Sift  one  cupful  of  rye  meal  or  flour,  one 
cupful  of  white  flour,  a  quarter  of  a  cupful  of 
sugar,  half  a  level  teaspoonful  of  salt  and  three 
level  teaspoonfuls  of  baking  powder.  Beat 
one  egg,  add  one  cupful  of  milk  and  beat  rap- 
idly into  the  dry  materials.  Fill  hot  greased 
muilln  pans  hall"  full  and  bake.

RYE  GRIDDLE  CAKES 

Silt  two  cupfuls  of  rye  flour,  one  cupful  of 
Graham  flour  and  one  cupful  of  while  flour 
with  a  rounding  teaspoonful  of  sugar,  half  a 
level  teaspoonful  of  salt  and.  four  level  tea- 
spoonfuls  of  baking  powder.  Add  one  beaten 
egg  and  two  cupfuls  of  milk.  Cook  on  a 
greased  griddle  until  a  good  brown.

COCOANUT    MACAROONS 

One  and  a  half  cups  shredded  cocoanut, 
half  a  pound  powdered  sugar  and  the  whites 
of  five  eggs.  Beat  the  egg  whites  until  stiff 
and  very'dry,  fold  in  carefully  the  powdered 
sugar  and  the  cocoanut.  Mix  very  lightly. 
Drop  by  teaspoonfuls  on  oiled  paper;  bake  in 
a  slow  oven  twenty  minutes.  Take  out  of  the 
oven  when  a  golden  brown,  and,  when  cold, 
moisten  the  underside  of  the  paper  so  that 
the  macaroons  may  easily  be  removed. 

BANANA  PIE 

Bake  a  pie  crust  and  let  it  cool.  Into  this 
.slice  three  bananas;  arrange  nicely  on  the  bot- 
tom. Make  a  cream  of  one  cupful  milk,  one 
half  cuptul  suj;ar,  yolks  of  two  eggs,  two  table- 
spoonfuls  corn  starch.  Boil  until  thick.  Let 
this  cool,  then  pour  over  the  bananas.  Beat 
the  whites  and  eggs  stiff,  adding  one  table- 
spoonful  sugar.  Put  over  lop  of  pie  and 
brown.

The 
othei  day  President  Wil-son  withdrew  the  prohibition, 
and  now  Mexicans  can  buy  arms  from  their  neighbor. 
It  is  piwi"  that  General  Villa  will  be  helped  by  this 
per<hission.  Preparations  are  being  made  to  take 
Ifdrfeon,  which  Is  contidMn^,^^ ^^tvty  to  Mexico 
city.

McDonalJ,  "ear  Glacier,  two  men  were  smothered 
by  gas  last  week  and  a  number  mdre  would  have  lost 
their  lives  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  bravery  of  their 
comrades.  No  men  have  shown  greater  heroism  than 
miners  and  laborers  whose  duty  calls  them  to  work 
under  the  earth. 


The  Governor-General  of  Alsace-Lorraine  and  his 
ministers  have  resigned  to  show  their  disapproval  of 
the  acts  of  the  oilicers  whom  the  military  courts  re- 
fused to  punish.  Count  von  Wedel,  the  Governor- 
General,  tried  to  bring  about' the  loyalty  to  Germany 
of  these  provinces  taken  from  France  by  kindness 
and  not  by  force. 

An  oldgentleman  died  in  San  Francisco  the  last 
week  in  January  worth  more  than  ten  million  dol- 
lars. His  name  was  William  J.  Irwin  and  he  rose 
from  being  a  clerk  on  a  sugar  plantation  to  be  head 
of  an  immense  business.  Among  his  other  posses- 
sions was  Lenai,  an  island  139  miles  square,  con- 
taining 600  people.  This  Mr.  Irwin  bought  five  years 
ago  for  a  dollar. 


The  City  haSva*5|»j|e4  to  borrow  money  to  go  on 
with  the  work  rtiiiiiiibf  waiting  any  longer.  The 
money  can  be  borrowed  at  a  reasonable  rate  of  in- 
terest. Every  one  will  be  glad  to  see  people  at  work 
on  the  streets  and  sewers  and  water  works,  and  tax- 
payers would  rather  pay  a  little" more  interest  to  have 
the  work  finished  than  wait  till  money  can  be  raised 
in  the  usual  way  in  the  English  money  markets. 


The  Government  at  Ottawa  has  provided  a  larger 
sum  to  pay  for  the. inspection  of  the  canning  of  fish 
and  has  placed  the  work  under  the  Fisheries  Depart- 
ment. British  Columbia  as  well  as  Atlantic  Coast 
canners  have  always  done  their  work  well.  The  Gov- 
ernment is  right,  however,  in  taking  every  precau- 
tion as  the  fishing  industry  grows.  The  good  name 
of  Canada  cannot  be  too  carefully  guarded  in  foreign 
markets. 


The  Government  owns  the  South  African  rail- 
way. When  the  men  employed  on  the  road  refused 
to  work  they  were  looked  upon,  not  as  strikers  only, 
but  as  rebels,  and  military  law  was  proclaimed.  That 
is  the  reason  their  leaders  were  banished.  In 
England  there  is  great  indignation  among  the  union 
men  at  the  action  of  Premier  Botha,  and  Lord  Glad- 
stone, the  Governor-General,  is- blamed  for  not  inter- 
fering. In  France,  where  there  are  state-owned 
roads,  there  has  been  great  trouble  with  the  workers. 
Those who  think  all  public  works  should  be  carried 
on  by  government  must  be  prepared  to  face  this  dif- 
ficulty. Lord  Gladstone  was  not  to  blame  for  the  ban- 
ishment of  the  labor  leaders,  as  by  the  Constitution 
of  South  Africa  his  consent  was  not  necessary  to  the 
action  taken  under  military  law. 


It  is  "six  hundred  years  ago  since  Osman  the  Con- 
iiueror  set  out  to  subdue  the  world.  He  and  his 
successors  took  possession  of  not  only  Turkey,  but  a 
great  part  of  Southern  Europe  and  all  of  Northern 
Africa.  We  have  seen  his  descendants  almost  driven 
hack  to  Asia  Minor,  the  home  of  this  conqueror.  In 
thtir  defeat,  the  Turkish  leaders  are  reminding  the 
people  of  their  glorious  history,  urging  the  young 
mei-  to  begin  again  to  build  the  'empire,  warning 
them  that  the  rule  must  not  be  despotic,  and  if  they 
succeed  it  must'  be  as  free  men.  It  is  pointed  out 
that  the  nation  owes  its  downfall,  in  part,  to  the  sloth- 
fulness  of.  its  people,  and  that  the  time  ha^  come 
for  them  to  learn  to  work  at  "business,  commerce, 
banking',  manufacturing  and  modern  farming."  In 
the  meantime  the  Government  has  spent  an  im- 
men.se  sum  in  buying  a  modern  battleship,  while  its 
officials  are  unpaid.

Lord  Strathcona  left  large  sums  of  money  to  col- 
leges and  hospitals  as  wlMI  as  to  his  own  family.  Most 
of  the  bequests  will  oMiie  to  Canada,  but  the  kind- 
hearted  old  gentleman  did  not  forget  the  sick  poor  of 
the  old  land,  nor  the  colleges  of  his  native  Scotland. 
He  endowed  a  hospital  in  Forres,  where  he  was  born, 
and  gave  half  a  million  to  Yale  University,  where  work 
is  being  done  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  United 
States,  but  of  the  world. 


In  his  speech  in  Toronto,  , ex-President  Taft 
warned  Canada  against  the  danger  of  too  much  power 
being  allowed  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  wealthy  men. 
This  had  happened  in  the  United  States  and  it  was 
proving  hard  to  free  the  people  from  the  tyranny. 
Mr.  Taft  fears  his  country  has  gone  too  far  in  that 
direction.  It  is  easier  to  prevent  a  disease  than  to 
cure  it,  and  this  great  lawyer  thinks  8,000.000  Can- 
adians should  learn  to  avoid  the  mistakes  of  their  big 
neighbor    with    90.000,000. 


The  speeches  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
show  that  they  believe  in  the  Province  and  look  for- 
ward to  .1  time  of  prosperity.

There  is  a  garden  where  vegetables  and 
flowers  grow,  and  there  are  books  and  music. 
Everybody 'who  can  work,  man  or  woman,  is  busy  at 
work  in  which  he  or  she  takes  a  pride.  There  are 
no  punishments  and  as  much  freedom  as  is  possible. 
The  big  farm  produces  all  the  food  used  by  the  pa- 
tients and  staff  of  the  hospital,  and  there  is  some  to 
spare.  It  is  because  they  take  an  interest  in  their 
work  that  these  people's  brains  and  nerves  are  cured 
and  because  they  live  in  the  open  air  and  get  plenty 
of  the  best  of  food.  The  people  of  this  Province  owe 
a  great  deal  to  the  Government  for  providing  the 
money  for  this  work,  and  to  Dr.  H.  E.  Young  for 
directing  it.  No  one  at  the  hospital  is  allowed  to  be 
cruel  to  any  patient  or  to  make  fun  of  the  poor  peo- 
ple who  do  not  know  what  they  are  saying  or  doing. 
Boys  and  girls  cannot  learn  too  young  to  be  gentle 
and  kind  to  people  who  are  weak  and  sick  in  mind 
or  body.  It  is  a  great  blessing  that  in  British  Colum- 
bia there  is  a  hospital  where  diseases  of  the  mind 
can  be  treated  wisely  and.  when  that  is  possible,  suc- 
cessfully.

Although  the  Hnglish  had,  Iroin  their  tirs 
occupancy  of  the  country,  been  prompt  and 
ever  ready  to  defend  themselves  in  case  o!  at- 
tack from  the  French  or  from  Indian  raids, 
vet  they  had  been  notably  peaceful  and  just 
in  life  and  purpose.  Bent  upon  breaking  up 
the  land  and  felling  the  forests  of  their  adopted 
country,  busied  in  building  up  homes  for  them- 
selves,' they  had  been  throughout  all  thge  ac- 
tivities thofouglily  imbued  with  the^^thdugh 
stern  principles  of  their  Puritan '  faith. 

This  change  and  unrest  hlwi  largely  been 
brought  about  by  the  poHcy  pursued  ^V^^f 
de  r?onteriac.  during  the  latter  part  of  his  ad- 
ministration,  in  which  he  had  aided  and  abetted, 
if  noh  instigated,  raiding  expeditions  awnst 
the  homes  of  the  peace-loving  settlers  »«  «ew 


struggle  and  far  a  long  period  of  its  ^course 
victory  lay  largely  with  the  French,  and  there 
was  felt  deep  apprehension  as  to  the  result  ot 
the  war. 

On  the  day  of  the  declaration  ni  war 
against  France  by  (.reat  Britain,  Ihe  l-'rench 
expedition  wa.s  already  in  the  St.  Lawrence  ap- 
proaching Quebec.  Its  able  leader  was  Joseph 
Louis,  Marquis  de  Montcalm.  It  would  be  im- 
possible to  find  a  better  representative  of  the 
elegant  and  refined  gentleman  soldier  of 
France  than  Montcalm.  In  coming  to  Canada 
he  had  left  a  wife  and  ten  children  and  a  moth- 
er, to  whom  he  was  deeply  attached.  We  have 
spoken  of  the  advantage  of  the  French  at  the 
outset,  and  that  advantage  was  trebled  by  the 
leadership  ol  Montcalm. 

It  undoubtedly  was  largely  beaB«ffi^iie  was 
not  in  supreme  command  that  the  blunders 
were  m^^e  whi^li  proved  so  fatal  to  the  French 
at  QueMC  Vaudi*tuil,  as  Governor,  held  full 
command^  and  through  petty  ji^%i^^,he  did 
all  he  co.uld  to  thwart  M<|?l|Cl^*^i^ti|iiS.  Jn 
small-  Uungs,  although  he  d[«t«4.iWt^  ifpptse

several  days  the  weather  was  very  stormy.'and 
ihe  coast  was  so  well  guarded  by  the  French 
thai  the  intended  attack  was  almost  abandoned. 
At  la>t  the  \seather  cleared  up  and  the  siege 
began  in  earnest. 

The  light  Ihat  ensued. was  a  terrible  one, 
:{\  Ihc  fortress  wa>  well  provisioned  and  ably 
defended,  but,  despite  the  efforts  of  the  French, 
the  British  drew  near-er  every  day.  On  July 
i(.  Wolfe  gained  a  t.ortified  hill  only  3(M) 
yard-s  from  the  fortress  walls,  i-'rom  this  van- 
tage point. the  Hnglish  poured  down  a  ceaseless 
fire  of  shot  and  shell  into  the  fort.  After  fre- 
quent repulses  and  great  loss  the  English  v/ere 
victorious  and  Louisbourg  capitulated  on  the 
271h  day  ot  July,  1758.  Betore  the  capitula- 
tion we  read  that, 'the  inhabitants  ot  the  town 
besought  Governor  Deceour  tor  the  sake  of 
their  sufferings  lo  surrender,  and  tmally  he 
yielded.  In  all  there  were  5»637  men,  soldiers 
and  s'ailons  included,  in^the  surrender.

left  their  ridge,  but  lired  through  loopholes  of 
the  branches. 

The  Hnglish  advanced  for  a  bayonet  as- 
sault, but  became  impaled  on  the  spiked 
trunks  of  the  trees.  Six  times  nn  that  hot 
July  day  the  Hnglish  bravely  led  on  the  as- 
sault, but  were  as  often  repulsed  with  heavy 
loss.  We  read  that  the  Highlanders  fought  as 
only  Highlanders  can,  under  Duncan  Camp- 
bell, but  only  to  be  impaled  and  bayoneted  by 
the  French.  Their  leader,  Campbell,  died 
with  them.     Hundreds  of  brave  troops  died. 

Abercrombie  lost  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  forty-four  men  and  otlicers.     Mont- 
calm's loss  was  three   hundred   and  seventy-

solve—the  destruction  of  Canada.    They  were 

slow  to  Avrath.  but  at  last  they  had  become, 
through  loss  and  suffering,  terribly  aroused. 
Mone  and  unaided  they  determined  to  conquer 
Quebec  as  they  had  done  previously  Annapolis 

and  Louisburg. 

At  first  ther  expeditions  were  unsuccessful, 
but  these  failures  did  not  weaken  ther  resolve. 
Of  course,  the  English  had  themselves  n^^^*^ 
mistakes,  but  we  do  not  read  of  any  ravishing 
expeditions  against  unprotected  villages,  that 
had  ever  deliberately  started  from  New  Eng- 
land shores.  New  York*  had  not  as  good  a 
record  to  show.  It  had  actually  instigated  the 
Iroquois  to  their  ferocious  cruelties,  and  there- 
fore thev  could  not  blame  the  French  for  re- 
I  torting  in  like  manner.  Yet  New  York  did  not 
»  suffer  anything  like  the  woes  visited  upon  Mas- 
sachu'^etts.  because  the  French  Indians  would 
not  attack  the  New  York  settlements,  being 
largely  related  by  tribe  and  blood  to  the  Mo- 
hawks who  lived  there. 

The  part  New  York  played  in  these  trou- 
bles was  purely  a  selfish  one.  Virginia,  Mary-  . 
land  and  Pennsylvania  would  at  first  do  noth- 
ing to  help  Massachusetts  take  Louisburg  or 
Quebec.  They  were  not  interested,  not  having 
suffered.  But  a  change  came  after  General 
Braddock's  deefat,  when  the  fury  Qf  Indian 
war,  pillage  and  murder  was  opened-upon  the 
peace-loving   villages   of   these   colonies. 

Then  the  righteous  wrath  and  indignation 
of  the  colonists  was  excited,  and  they  became 
as  eager  far  redlress  and  revenge  as  Massachu- 
setts. New  York  saw  where  her  interests  lay 
and  promptly  joined  the  belligerents.  New 
Jersey,  acting  then  as  now,  followed  New 
York's  lead.  So  at  the  opening  of  the  French 
and  Indian  war  in  America  we  find  all  the  Eng- 
lish colonies  united  and  eager  to  conquer  New 
France.  About  this  time  the  Great  Commoner. 
William  Pitt,  had  aroused  public  sentiment  in 
England,  which  compelled  the  Government  to 
send  an  'imperial  force  of  great  strength  to  as- 
sist the  colonials  in  the  subjugation  of  New 
France.  One  historian  says,  "To  Pitt  was  due 
the  plan  of  campaign  which  made  Canada  Brit- 
ish, and  kept  it  so." 

At  this  date  English  settlement  in  Canada 
numbered  thirteen  colonies,  which,  in  govern- 
ment, were  democratic.  In  population  and 
education  New  France  was  much  inferior  to 
the  British  colonies.  Their  form  of  govern- 
ment was  an  autocracy  and  rested  principally 
in  the  hands  of  three  ofllcials.  The  agents  of 
this  autocracy  had  become  corrupt  and  inetil- 
cient.  They  were  preying  upon  the  revcifues 
of  the  State  and  the  French  King.  In  this  time 
of  great  stress  and  peril  they  were  enriching 
themselves  upon  contracts  and  stolen  goods. 

In  1755  Vaudreuil  was  appointed  Gover- 
nor of  New  France.  He  was  the  son  of  a  for- 
mer Goverr.or,  and  was  a  native  of  Canada, 
and  as  such  was  warmly  welcomed  to  Quebec, 
lie  had  been  Governor  of  Louisiana  before 
coming  to  Quebec,  and  this  experience  should 
have  assisted  in  equipping  him  for  his  task  at 
(Xiebcc.  But  it  does  not  appear  to  have  done 
so.  for  he  is  con^idered  to  have  been  a  failure 
from  the  start. 

Vaudreuil  was,  at  best,  a  blunderer,  but  the 
same  could  not  be  said  in  extenuation  of  the 
crimes  of  Intendant  Bigot.  He  was  a  shrewd 
knave  and  was  as  immoral  in  conduct  as  he 
was  corrupt  in  finance.  He  associated  himself 
with  another  rogue,  by  name  Joseph  Cadet. 

Vast  sums  were  sent  out  from  France  for 
war  and  government,  much  of  which  found  its 
way    into    the    pockets  of  this  thievish    pair 
Big'to  profited  by  the  King's  and  country's  trea- 
sure to  the  extent  of  S5, 000,000. 

Yet  honeycombed  by  corruption  as  French 
administration  was,  and  although  her  forces 
were  very  small  as  opposed  to  the  huge  ar- 
mies of  England,  yet  at  the  beginning  of  the 


France 'as  compdre^r^iftife^  fiiifopean  con- 
t^t,  to  which  he  serif  i1ad,dOO  men 
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Fort  Oswego.  This  was  an  easy  ivctory  for 
the  French,  as  there  were  only  700  half-starved 
and  sick  Englishmen  in  the  fort,  which  was  lit- 
tle better  than  a  barn,  and  was  defended  only 
by  small  guns. 

Montcalm  brought  up  3,000  men,  armed 
with  modern  siege  guns  and  full  of  entb.usiasm. 
Colonel  Mercer,  the  commandant,  was  killed 
early  in  the  engagement,  and  before  the  fight- 
ing became  general  the  white  flag  was  raised 
and  the  capitulation  was  speedily  signed. 

This  defeat  was  a  stinging  blow 'to  English 
prestige.  It  left  the  whole  St.  Lawrence,  which 
had  been  guarded  at  Oswego  for  over  thirty 
years,  without  an  English  station,  and  gave  the 
French  complete  control  over  the  route  from 
Quebec  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 

The  capture  of  Fort  William  Henry  at  the 
Southern  end  of  Lake  George  was  the  next 
French  victory.  This  fort  was  garrisoned  by 
2,200  men  under  General  Munro.  After  a 
short  siege  Munro  was  forced  to  surrender,  ow- 
ing to  the  fact  that  General  Webb  with  rein- 
forcements of  3,000  troops  failed  to  march  to 
his  assistance. 

A  horrible  massacre  of  the  English  by  the 
Indians  followed  the  surrender  of  the  fort. 
Montcalm  did  his  utmost  to  control  the  cruel 
ferocity  of  his  Indian  allies,  but  in  vain.  Up- 
wards of  700  men  were  taken  prisoners  and 
maltreated,  over  5oo  of  whom  were  killed  and 
scalped  with  fiend-like  cruelty. 

The  effect  of  this  horrible  event  was  in  the 
end  beneficial  to  England,  as  it  simply  heaped 
up  the  fury  of  former  years  and  thoroughly 
roused  both  the  colonials  and  the  English,  who 
were  determined  at  all  costs  to  wipe  out  this 
disgrace.  No  further  effort  was  possible  this 
vear,    1757,  as  Winter  now  closed  down. 

Early  in  1758  Pitt  planned"  a  new  expedi- 
tion against  Nev/  France  with  three  main  points 
of  attack — Louisburg.  Ticonderoga  and  Fort 
Duquesne.  Lord  Amherst  was  to  begin  the 
campaign  by  attacking  Fort  Louisburg.  Wolfe 
was, to  serve  as  colonel  under  Lord  Amherst. 
General  Abercrombie  was  ordered  to 
lead  against  Fort  TiconJeroga  assisted 
bv  Lord  Howe.  Colonel  Forbes  ^vas 
\n  proceed  against  Fort  Duquesne. 
As  James  Wolfe  was  to  become  the 
supreme  hero  and  sacrifice  ^of  the  war,  it  will 
be  well  to  give  a  brief  sketch  of  his  career, 
which,  from  earliest  youth,  had  been  a  most 
remarkable  one. 

His  father  was  a  major-general  in  Marl- 
borough's army.  The  boy  was  born  in  Wester- 
ham,  where  he  received  such  education  as  he 
had,  but  we  read  that  for  books  or  school 
Wolfe  cared  little.  He  was  a  soldier  from  ^ 
birth.  At  the  age  of  thirteen  he  became  en- 
rolled in  his  father's  regiment,  but  was  pre- 
vented from  going  to  the  scene  of  action 
through  some  juvenile  illness.  Two  years  lat- 
er he  was  given  a  commission  in  the  Twelfth 
Regiment,  and  the  next  year  he  was  engaged 
in  battle  in  Flanders  where  he  held  and  filled 
the  office  of  adjutant. 

Wolfe  was  at  the  field  of  CuUodcn,  lielp- 
ing  to  suppress  the  Jacobite  rebellion  of  '•-15. 
He  was  now  nineteen  and  had  atliiined  to  the 
rank  of  brigade  major.  Afterwards  he  won 
fresh  laurels  on  the  Continent,  but  it  was  his 
work  in  Scotland  that  had  attracted  the  King's 
notice  and  procured  his  appointment  under 
Amherst.  Wolfe  wrote  to  a  friend  before  leav- 
ing England  "That  while  he  had  sought  the 
appointment,  he  knew  the  voyage  threatened 
his  life  and  would  certainly  wreck  his  constitu- 
tion. On  the  19th  of  February,  1758,  Lord 
Amherst  sailed  for  America  in  general  char.ge 
of  the  expedition,  which  consisted  of  about  1 2,- 
000  men,  the  naval  force  was  twenty-three 
ships  of  the  line  and  seventeen  frigates.  The 
English  reached  Louisbourg  on  June  2,  having 
been  over  three  months  on  the  voyage.    For

Reluctantly  we  leave  Louisbourg,  aitnoug 
in  the  hands  of  the  English,  the  .stirring  and  ro- 
mantic incidents  of  its  history  as  a  centre  of 
Acadian  life  in  the.  early  days  of  French  oc- 
cupancy would  of  themselves  give  material  for 
a  most  interesting- and  profitable  paper.  Inci- 
dents so  brave  and  heroic  that  they  never 
should  be  allowed  to  die  out  of  our  memories 
as  Canadians. 

\\'olfe  wai.  the  real  hero  of  Louisbourg. 
Amhersfs  name  was  not  heard  of.  It  was  the 
impetuous  attacks  Wolfe  made  on  the  fortress 
and  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  with  which  he 
inspired  his  men  that  undoubtedly  led  to  the 
iinal  victory. 

One  historian  has  said  Wolfe  was  the  best 
and  ablest  man  England  ever  sent  to  America, 
fit  and  able  to  command  great  armies. 

Wolfe  now  wished  to  push  right  on  to  Que- 
bec. He  urged  that  it  was  only  Summer  now, 
and  by  making  a  quick  rush  to  Quebec  he 
could  take  the  fortress  before  Winter  set  in. 
But  for  good  reasons  Wolfe's  desires  were 
overruled  at  this  time.  The  news  of  vhe  fall 
of  Louisbourg  was  among  the  most  welcome 
England  ever  received.  The  whole  country 
rang  with  jubilee  and  cheers,  and  ^\-as  alight 
with  bonfires.  The  captured  French  flage  from 
the  fort  were  carried  through  crowded  streets 
from  Kensington  Palace  to  St.  Paul's,  and  the 
kingdom  was  in  a  delirium  of  joy.  American 
cities  rejoiced  also,  although  few  colonial 
troops  had   taken   part  in  the  attack. 

Briefly  we  must  speak  of  the  other  two 
chief  points  of  attack  in  the  campaign,  Ticon- 
deroga and  Fort  Duquesne.  ^General  Aber- 
crombie, with  Lord  Howe  as  s'econd  in  com- 
mand, and  a  force  numbering  15,000  men, 
made  up  of  6,300  regulars  and.  0. 000  provin- 
cials,  left  Fort  Edward  early  in  July.  Aber- 
crombie was  in  command,  but  Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Lord  Howe  was  the  real  leader,  who  seems 
to  have  deserved  all  the  praise  that  has  been 
showered  upon  him.  He  was  a  brilliant  sol- 
dier and  a  lovable  man.  Wolfe  called  him  his 
best  olticer  in  the  British  army,  and  Pitt  spoke 
of  him  in  most  eulogistic  terms. 

Everybody  loved  this  young  ofiicer.  and 
we  read  that  when  he  went  to  the  front  Mrs. 
Schuyler,  wife  of  the  Governor  of  Albany, 
kissed  him  as  if  he  had  been  her  own  son. 
Ticonderoga  was  situated  at  the  extremity  of 
Lake  Champlain.  Montcalm  held  j:he  fort  with 
a  force  of  3,000  men,  but  this  force,  although 
small  as  compared  with  the  British  force  of 
1 5,000,  Montcalm  wisely  stationed  upon  a 
ridge,  half' a  mile  West  of  the  fort. 

Upon  the  crest  of  the  ridge  he  built  a  rude 
embankment  formed  of  trunks  of  trees  with 
^harpened  points,  piled  up  to  the  height  ofjen 
feel.  In  front  of  tlijs  breast-work  trees  were 
cut  down  for  five  hundred  yards.  Thes'c  were 
left  as  they  fell  in  a  practically  impenetrable 

mass. 

This  hill  formed  a  brillianl  strategical  po- 
sition, as  there  were  marshes  to  the  left  and 
right,'  and  the  approach  through  them  was 
most  ditFicult. 

t,ord  Howe  u  a^  sent  on  with  an  advance 
force.  He  had  only  proceeded  a  short  dis- 
tance when  "Qui  vivc?"  rang  out  from  the 
woods.  "Francais,"'  was  the  reply,  but  the 
iM-ench  knew  better,  and  a  volley  burst  from 
the  bushes. 

Several  Englishmen  fell,  and  among  them 
lord  Howe, 'the  darling  of  the  army.  The 
demoralization  caused  by  the  death  of  Howe, 
was  immediate  and  general.  vSays  a  contem- 
porary, "In  the  death  of  Howe,  the  soul  of 
Abercrombie's  army  seemed  to  expire." 

On  the  10th  of  July  another  attack  was 
made,  equally  disastrous.     The  French  never

judgment,  killed  further  -  thflf  ^  ^tfte  twelve*  - 
gauge  guns.  Such  heavy  charges  pounded  a 
man's  shoulder,  though,  and  the  sound  ot  this 
brand  of -artillery,  reverberating  around  the 
lakes  in  the  early  days,  will  never  be  forgotten 
by  those  who  heard  it. 

"Arm,  arm,  it  is — it  is — the  cannon's  opening  roar." 

Where  we  shot  canvas-backs,  in  Northern 
Illinois,  the  large  flocks  "rafted"  or  gathered 
together  in  the  centre  of  the  big  lakes,  and, 
when  disturbed,  scattered  about  in  smaller  ad- 
joining lakes,  and  there  was  where  the  only 
shooting  to  amount  to  anything  could  be  had. 
The  best  shooting  was  during  October,  and  the 
weather  was  usually  the  heart  of  Indian  Sum- 
mer, with  the  sun  shining  and  the  air  just 
cool,  and  not  cold.  Infrequently  there  would 
be  a  little  stormy  weather,  hut,  as  a  rule,  it  was 
fine  and  bright. 

Success  in  the  shooting  depended  on  a 
strict  observance  of  the  formalities  mentioned, 
and  the  presence  in  the  "blind"  of  men  who 
knew  the  game.  A  "tenderfoot"  cannot 
imagine  why  a  slight  movement  should  scare 
away  the  ducks,  and  he  is  apt  to  become  testy 
if  reproved  for  peeking  out  of  the  blind  or- 
getting  up  to  stretch  himself.  Sometimes  an 
old-timer  will  come  across  the  occupants  of  a 
"blind"  solemnly  sitting  up  with  their  gun- 
barrels  sticking  up  high  over  the  "blind,"  the 
sun  glinting  from  the  metal  like  mirrors.  When 
the  ducks  come  around  such  a  spot,'  they 
metaphorically  "wink  the  other  eye"  and  keep 
on  going,  probably  saying  to  one  another, 
"wouldn't  ihat  cork  you?" 

Duck-shooting  over  decoys  presents  all 
sorts  of  shots,  right  and  left  quarterers, 
straight-away,  side  shots,  towerers,  incomers, 
etc.,  and  as  big  as  a  canvas-bacx  duck  is  he 
can  get  away  from  danger  in  a  jiffy.  It  is 
always  a  rule  to  pick  your  bird,  no  matter  how 
large^  a  flock  comes  in.  and  after  that,  on  the 
second  shot,  to  get  two  birds  cro.ssing,  or  two 
in  line  if  you  can.  Even  when  shooting  at 
two  birds  close  together  you  should  pick  one 
of  them  as  the  receiving  end  of  the  charge. 
Some  people  imagine  that  wild-fowling  is 
merely  a  matter  of  picking  up  the  gun,  whist- 
ling to  the  dog  and  going  out  lo  kill  a  boat- 
lo.id.  But,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  outside  of  the 
volumes  that  have  been  written  on  the  sport, 
there  are  volumes  to  learn  about  the  habits 
of  the  birds,  their  feeding  grounds,  the  effect 
of  wind  and  weather  on  the  flight,  the  shift- 
ing of  decoys  when  the  flight  is  seen  to  be  in 
other  localities,' the  building  of  "blinds,"  the 
setting  out  of  decoys  and  a  wilderness  of  other 
details  outside  the  necessary  accomplishment 
of  being  a  good  shot. 

And  as  to  the  particular  detail  of  the 
shooting  itself,  a  man  may  be  a  good  snipe 
or  quail  shot  and  be  a  very  inditTerent  per- 
•  forme?  on  ducks.  And  vice  versa,  he  may 
be  a  "crackerjack"  on  ducks  and  only  a  fair 
shot  on  snipe  and  upland  game.  But  a  first- 
class  duck-shooter  can  very  quickly  qualify  on 
ether  kinds  of  shooting,  while  duck-shooting 
bv  itself  is  nearly  an  exact  science,  and  requires 
years  of  practice  as  well  as  the  natural  qualifi- 
cations of  the  good  shot  to  "make  good." 

Canvas-back  duck-shooting  is  in  a  class  by 
itself  in  the  lore  of  wild-fowling,  and,  like 
many  another  old-time  sport,  it  is  on  the  de- 
cline. The  birds  are  scarcer,  and  within  the 
last  ten  years  they  have  almost,  if  not  entirely, 
deserted  many  of  their  former  haunts.  Of 
course,  in  the  wilds,  remote  from  civilization, 
they  arc  still  to  be  found,  but  a  man  must 
travel  now  to  get  good  canvas-hack  shooting. 
But  no  man  who  has  sat  in  a  "blind"  in  the 
gold  days  of  mid-October  will  ever  forget  the 
thrill  that  flashed  through  him  at  the  word 
"mark,"  and  the  sight  of  a  line  of  canvas- 
backs  heading  down  the  lake  for  the  decoys.

.still  i-tylinsr  liinifieif  the  Commandcr- 
in-Cliicf  of  the  Army  of  Kngland,  al- 
thoush-.it  had  been  privately  re-chrlstcneO 
the  Army  of  tlio  Orient,  he  hastily  as- 
.sembled  his  military  and  naval  forces 
and  a  great  Jlcot  of  transports  in  tlie 
Mediterranean  at  Toulon.  While  he  ad- 
vertised It  as  an  expedition  against  the 
IJrUisii,  he  kept  its  direction  and  destln- 
alion  a  close  secret  amonfe-  a  very   few 

All  the  ships  of  the  British  Navy  were 
drawn  about  the  English  coast,  and 
blockading  the  nortliern  ports  of  Frsncc. 
There  was  not  a.  warship  of  that  power 
loft  in  the  Mediterranean  until  Xolson 
arrived  off  Toulon  two  days  before  the 
sailing  time  of  the  French  fleet,  but — 
and  this  Is  only  the  first  line  in  a  chap- 
ter 01;  "unfortunate  accidents  that  were 
to  befall  him — he  wa.s  blown  away  In  a. 
etorm. 

NotwItliHtandluf,'  the  accrocy  in  wliicli 
Napoleon  had  enveloped  his  purpose,  all

shining  lanee  in  the  army  was  proffered 
him,  and  he  gathered  about  him  many

Uapp. 

lie  hail  ;i  vvholi'  regiment  of  gi'oyia- 
j'liers  and  geometricians,  astronomers 
and  chemists,  mincraloglHts  and  geolo- 
gists, botanists  and  zoologists,  linguists 
and  orient  alls  l-**.  architects  and  drafts- 
men, actors  and  singers,  poets  and 
chronlclerH.

'JtpedHlon  the  We.-*!  had  ventured 
against \ the  Kast  In  the  DOO  years  since 
the   failure  of  the  Crusades. 

Ills  flagship.  IV Orient,  loaded  down 
with  2,000  passengers,  freed  hersejf  with 
difficulty;  from  the  mud,  and  rounded 
tb*  poinft  of  KKguiUetle,  where  Ihe 
Jiowers  of  May  were  blooming  on  the 
eaithworks  of  the  Fort  of  Men  Without 
l'>ar. 

.\s  she.  passed  out  into  the  gre«t  h«r- 
i.or.  be  .stood  on  desk  with  a  «py»lssK 
to  his  cyf,  Watching  the  ffuWering  hand- 


korchicf  of  Josephine,  who  leaned  on 
the  balcony  rail  of  llie  port  Intcndant's 
house  and  .continued  to  ^tiye  a  farewell,^ 
not  only  to  him  but  to  the  manly  youth 
by  his  side,  her  owtt  spyglass  dimmed 
witli  tears  at  her  parting  from  her  eon 
as  well  as  her  husi>and. 

Out  of  Toulon  streamed  the  niighly 
armada  of  France,  more  than  twice-  the 
size  of  Spain's.  When  it  was  .ioined  by 
reinforcoraenta  from  other  ports,  It 
plowed  Its  way  through  the  ivory- 
crested  wavea  of  the  blue  Sea  with  the 
prows  of  13  ships  of  the  fighting  line, 
14  frigates,  72  corvettes  and  nearly  400 
transport  vessels,  carrying  35,000  troops 
of  the  Republic,  who  no  more  knew, 
where  aiid  why  they  were  going  thsn 
theWiceds  th^t  danced  in  the  wake  of 
their  boats  on  the  bosom  of  the  watcru. 


HIGHWAY  TO  EMPIRE 

But  no  .-^liadow  of  dou'it  ero.'ssed  the 
mind  of  their  OencraHn-Chief  as  he 
strode  the  quarter  deck  of  I/Orlent.  At 
last  he  was  on  the  high  road  to  empire. 
Al-xanrKi-  ;ind  Hannibal.  I'ompey  and 
<'ais,Hr.  tin-  X'hoenieians.  tlie  Greolt'?, 
the  Carihaftlnians,  the  ilomans  and  the 
Saracens  sailed  tin;  Mediterranean  on 
tbpir  eonf(ue»ts  i>f  the  •e«rM».  and  Pet.<i- 
and  Paul  on  their  conquests  of  the  soul. 
It  was  the  theatre  of  the  wars  of 'the 
Titans,  where  Jupiter  won  the  sov- 
ereignty of  the  world  and  Neptune  nilcti 
the  wave:  where  Ilcrculcs  labored  and 
.lason  cruised,  Ulysses  wandered  and 
j-Tincas  voyaged. 

For  on  the  Mediterranean  mythology 
and  iiistory  are  as  ont-,  and  fables  are 
facts,  and  faets  are  fables.  The  gods 
are  as  real  as  men,  and  llomer  and 
Herodotus,  Virgil  and  Plutarch  are 
equally  historians.  When  he  heard 
Troy  doubted  while  ho  stood  upo.n 
Achilles'  tomb,  Byron  iinlignantly  de- 
clared Time  would  some  day  iloubt 
Home. 

IF  NELSON  HAD  FOUND  HIM 

So.  too.  Time  may  >et  doubt  Napo- 
leon and  his  Journey  to  the  Pyrafnids. 
Already  U  Is  an  imposslbilty.  In  this 
age  of  steam  and  the  wireless  lii.-j  tx- 
pcdltion  Would  be  smashed  and  sunk  in 
a  week.  Kven  In  those  days  of  tails 
and  no  telegraph  It  was  only  by  the 
most  Incredible  good  luck  that  Un  nmi 
Ills  big  fleet  floated  safely  over  t;ie 
Mediterranean  for  six  weeks  with  the 
greatest  of  Prittsh  sailors  chasing  back 
and  forth  iiml  ransacking  the  sea  to 
And   him. 

At  any  moment  Nelson  iiii,;:ii  pciinee 
n)>on  lilm  from  the  horizon  and  Kpreail 
lianle  among  his  tratisi>orts.  for  the 
French  convoy  of  lighting  sliii<s  could 
not  have  protected  all  of  theni  from 
harm.  His  pursuer,  who  was  constantly 
receiving  relnforcomenls.  needorl  only 
to  <iIscover  him  in  the  last  stage  of  the 
voyage  to  .tend  htm  and  hl.«i  army  to  the 
bottom.  Ills  one  and  only  chance  <i 
success  in  all  those  weeks  was  to  keep 
out  of  sight. 

Fortunately  for  him,  the  enemy  did 
not  know  where  ho  was  going  or  what 
course  he  was  taking.  While  Nelson 
was  flying  up  and  down  the  Kuropean 
const,  on  the  assumption  that  he  w,\s 
headed  for  Naples  or  Sicily.  Napoleon 
was  steering  towards  the  African  shore, 
passing  outsldo  of  iJorslcn,  Sardinia  and 
Sinlly  and  muklng  for  Malta,  who.se  out- 
lying Islatid  of  Oazo  rose  to  view  after 
a    !<nll   of  nearly  three  weeks.

Th 
Crusaders,  after  having  ijcen  driven 
from  Jerusalem  to  the  rock  of  Acre  and 
from  Acre  to  the  Island  of  Rhodes,  had 
found  refuge  from  the  Saracens  behind 
the   bastions    of   this    barren   island. 

From  the  battlements  of  St.  Klmo  the 
etght-polnted  cross  liad  waved  defiance 
at  the  ore.seont  In  stubborn  and  disas- 
trous si'  iiallengod  now  by  a  na- 
tion of  u,t  .vest,  which  had  torn  down 
the  crucifix  from  Its  churches  and  did 
not  hold  itself  bound  by  th.  nent 
of  Christendom  to  respect  \  post 
of  the  Christian  world,  those  soldiers  of 
the  Maltese  Cross,  who  had  followed  It 
for  nearly  800  years,  furled  their  ban- 
ner before  Xapoleon  and  gav  him  the 
keys  of  Malta. 

Climbing  the  steep  steps  to  the  town, 
he  reorganized  the  community  willi  his 
usual  rapidity.  Pensioning  the  knights, 
sotting  free  tlieir  Moslem  slaves,  ostah- 
lishing  a  new  government  with  modern 
laws,  ordering  the  improvement  of 
streets  and  the  erection  of  fountains, 
Introdueinu  a  system  of  common  scliools 
and     cv-  .=!crlblng     a     course     of 

studios,  I .  ni.jiir-lling  the  curriculum  of 
the  university,  and  installing  a  French 
garrison,  he  sailed  away  in  less  than  a 
week  with  all  the  cannon  and  powder 
he  cared  to  take  and  all  the  gold  and  sil- 
ver ornaments  whioli  generations  of 
knights  had  accumulated  in  the  treas- 
ury of  Ihe  order. 

HIDE  AND  SEEK 

As  Napoleon  entered  the  Ionian  .Sea 
from  the  Malta  Channel,  Nelson  raced 
in  on  the  more  nortlierly  course.  Both 
wxre  now  heading  straight  for  Alex- 
.iWdria,  for  the  Admiral  had  at  last  sus- 
pected that  th(»  French  were  going  to 
i^gypt.  One  day  there  was  nothing  but 
the  horizon  and  60  miles  of  water  be- 
tween them.  That  night.  Indeed,  a 
moonless  night.  Nelson  probably  ran 
through  the  fleet  without  seeing  it. 
AVith  the  Impetuosity  of  despair,  the 
Briton  flew  on  the  wiuii  .so  fast  that 
he  Kuilcd  past  the  huge,  slow-going 
Armada  and  hauled  up  at  Alexandria. 
The  Kgyptians  thought  their  strange 
visitor  was  cr»_3y  or  concealing  some 
design  of  his  own  upon  them  wiien  lie 
Inquired  if  they  had  seen  a  ,few  hun- 
dred French  ships  floating  about  their 
shore.  They  tolil  him  no,  and  they  told 
hlin  to  go  away,  even  refusing  lilm  per- 
mission  to   take  water. 

\Vhen  ho  Hew  off  towards  tlie  Syrian 
coast  on  his  wild  hunt  the  shflK  and 
the  wise  men  of  Alexandria  congratu- 
latid  one  another  on  ha\lng  frightened 
him  away.  Hut  Nelson  had  been  gone 
only  two  days  when  one  morning  they 
saw  the  sen  white  with  the  sails  of 
France.  As  the  English  Admiral  had 
been  4  8  hours  too  early  for  Napoleon 
at  Toulon,  he  was  again  -18  hours  too 
early  for  him  at  .Mexandrla.  and  the 
long   voyage    was    finished    in   safety. 

Tlie  f^hcik  told  the  French  as  he  had 
told  the  Fngllsh,  to  go  away,  but  Napo. 
leon  did  not  go.  For  he  was  In  the  port 
of  his  ambition,  witliln  a  few  pulls  of 
the  oar  from  the  cradle  of  empire  an<l 
the  nursery  of  fame.  Before  him  lay 
the  low  e.rescented  shore,  where  at 
Alexanders  bidding  a  magnificent  city 
rose  to  be  the  treasure  hou.se  of  V,i4 
ronqucst  of  the  universe,  but  where  now 
only  a  miserable  hamlet  hinldlcd  cmfd 
th*!'- noble  mins.  Hcyond  stretched,  the 
magic  F,ast

the  Christian  and  Republican  calendars, 
he  dated  "the  I8th  month  of  Mulhar- 
rem,  year  or  the  Heglra  1213."'  This 
opening  proclamation  Of  his  Egyptian 
campaign,  which  had  been  printed  on 
slilpboard  in  Arabic  type  taken  from  the 
College  of  the  Propaganda  at  Home, 
assured  the  ICgyptians  that  he  revered 
more  than  th<'  Mamtdukes  who  ruled 
thorn.  Mahomet  and  the  Koran,  and  that 
he  had  deslroyod  the  I'ope  and  the 
Knights  Of  Malta  because  thoy  were 
the  enemies  of  Islam. 

When,  however,  he  proclaimed  all 
men  to  be  equal  before  Ood,  it  was  to.)

Napoleon"  tlirough  the  aiediterranean. 
a  fez  crowned  and  barefoot  lOgyplian 
pilot  steered  my  boat  into  the  harbor  of 
a  city  iis  changed  from  the  town  Alex- 
ander built  and  Napoleon  c.'iptured  as 
anythlh.sr  can  be  In  this  unchangi'.t.; 
land  of  Kgypt.  Out  of  tlie  desert  of 
water  In  front  of  it  and  the  desert  ol' 
sand  behind  it,  the  minarets  and  mart) 
(>t  a  modern  city  of  '100,000  rise  on  tlio 
sliore  where  Napoleon  found  only  a 
3(|u>illd  vllltige  of  n.OOO  people  huddled 
amid  the  ruins  of  a  splendid  imperial 
capital  Which  before  the  opening  of  the 
Christian  lOra  boasted  a  million  Inhabit- 
ants. Those  figures  reflect  the  vlclstil- 
tndes  of  .Mex.mdri.i  in  a  perio<l  of  more 
than    2.000    years. 

One  landmark  only  has  survived  most 
of  thoKc  centuries.  Straight  ahead  of  us 
I'ompey's  Pillar  rose  above  the  roof:; 
11  nd  towers.  But  the  famou:  llghthous^c 
of  Pharos  no  longer  casts  Its  beams  on 
!i  wondering  world  and  we  j^aw  a  use- 
less fort  eumberlng  Its  site  as  the  bare- 
foot pilot  guided  us  Into  the  Greek 
port  past  the  shining  white  jiabiri.  find 
harem  of  the  Khedive.

A  CHANGELESS  LAND 

Napoleon  gave  hardly  more  tUne  than 
the  conventional  tourist  spares  fo.' 
Alexandria.  Most  of  his  army  did  ii.-a 
even  see  tlie  city,  hut  were  marched 
around  It  towards  the  Nile,  where  lie 
himself  hastened  to  overtake  lluin  i  i 
their  advance  on  Cairo. 

While  the  tourist  today  is  enjoying  a-' 
comfortable  and  interesting  a  train  ride, 
of  three  hours  and  a  fiuftiler  over  thj 
12»  miles  of  rail  between  Alexandria 
and  Cairo  as  lie  could  wish,  the  un- 
changing landscape  of  ICgypt  passes  bi- 
fore  Ills  car  window. like  h  reel  of  mov- 
ing pictures  in  a  photo  play  of  the  relg.i 
of  Pharaoh.

1  saw  no  manor  houses  sealed  in 
their  parks,  such  as  adorn  and  explain 
the  poverty  of  rural  Knglaiid,  and  l  do- 
teiUcd  no  signs  of  the  coming  and  goin^r 
of  "rich  landlords  at  the  stations.  The 
towns,  .-v— r.1  '  1  few  v\-ith  big  war«i- 
llou.'<e^  -.  looked  as  mean  and 

dreary  aa  the  iarm  villages.  The 
niosiiues  are  poor-looking  affairs,  and 
oven  the  Khedive  himself  l.s  virtually  a 
bankrupt,  with  an  I'^nglish  keeper  in  h!^ 
palace. 

EMPTY    FLESHPOTS 

No  wonder  the  :;o,OUli  soldli'rs  \>'ho  fol- 
lowed "The  Path  of  Napoleon"  alo:i ,;; 
the  banks  of  the  Nile  were  exasperated 
almost  to  the  point  of  mutiny  when 
they  contrasted  the  country  witli  tac 
land  of  smiling  plenty  that  lay  befor.j 
them,  when  he  had  led  them  around  Iho 
,\lps  Into  ferlilo  Piedmont  and  doivn 
into  luxuriant  Lombaidv.  I'liey  looked 
back  with  longing  even  upon  the  snow 
and  sleet  of  an  ..Vlpine  Winter  in  ti^." 
mountains  of  Styrla. 

The  men  of  France  had  sailed  l.ulo 
the  harbor  of  Alexandria  with  tlieir 
mouths  watering  for  tlic  fabled  llesh- 
pots  of  the  land  of  Fgypt,  while  thei;- 
commander  had  confidently  looked  for 
the  Egyptians  to  welcome  him  with 
joyous  acclaim  as  their  deliverer  frnm 
tyranny.  T^o  country  then,  as  nov>r, 
w.ns  supposed  to  be  under  the  Sultan  oi' 
Turkey,  but  the  martial  Mamelulcej 
■really  ruled  It  in  that  day,  ns  tin.  lirit- 
ish  are  its  real  rulers  in  our  clay. 

Alas,  the  soldiers  foun.l  tin-  'l..-;i- 
pots  empty  and  Napoleon  found  that 
the  people  preferred  their  old  yoke  lo 
a  new  one.  I.,lberly.  fraternity  and 
cfiuallty.  the  magic  watchwords  of  tho 
French  Revolution  witli  which  ho  IimJ 
ooiii|uered  the  hearts  of  the  Italians, 
were  as  sounding  bryss  or  a  tinkliiiji 
cymbal  in  the  dull  ears  of  the  wretrhi'd 
ilwellors   along   the   Nile. 

.■\fter  lon.g  ages  of  grinding  de.^poii.sm, 
iiopo  was  dead  beyond  revival  in  tlio 
iirea».ls  oC  tlie  Kgyptlans.  In  thc,'.:- 
stoical  philosophy  "the  world  is  only 
a  place  of  going,  not  a,  place  of  stay- 
ing" and,  dreaming  of  no  release  or 
reward  this  side  of  heaven,  they  did 
not  look  u))  from  thfir  hard,  unrc- 
(lUited  toll  to  .''ee  tlio  legions  of  th-J 
latest  alien  eonqueror  pass  by  tbrlr 
llltle   pntehes  of  oorlh. 

GROWLING  AND  JESTING 

The  volatile  spirits  of  the  ^'rench  f.^ll 
as  fast  as  the  thermometer  rose,  and 
their  mat-chliig  songs  turned  to  a  sul- 
len growl.  "Are  you  going  to  India  by 
tills  roud?"  one  of  them  demanded  In  :i 
disgusted  shout  as  the  "Mttle  Corporal" 
passed  by.  'Not  with  such  soldiers  as 
youl"   be  retort eri  In  no  better  temper. 

The  'Talllc  sense  of  humor  was  the 
only  salvation  of  the  army.  "See 
there's  your  six-ane  farm,"  a  grena- 
dier cried  to  his  comrades  as  he  polntoil 
to  the  desert  all  about  them,  alludin;;

"Pardle.  you  don't  care,  do  you,  for 
you  havA  at  leart  one  foot  In  France!'

When  the  marchers  had  passed  the 
desert  back  of  Alexandria  and  come  in 
sight  of  the  Nile,  they  were  dlrguJitv.l

of  poverty  worse  than  aii.xthilig  a  lUiio- 
vean  could  imagine.  The,  miserable 
habltalions  of  the  people  onjy  mocked 
the  hunger  of  the  foraging  soldicr.s. 
\slio  found  nothing  in  the  lean  larder.'i 
fit  for  the  French  palate.  To  set  -in 
example  of  self  denial  Napoleon  him- 
self slept  without  a  tent  In  the  niidhl 
of  his  army  and  at  meal  time  limited 
his   fare   to  a  dish  of  lentils. 

Instead  of  living  off  the  fat  of  lii;< 
land  for  which  the  children  of  Jfirael 
sighed  and  murmured  when  Moses  h,id 
led  them  out  of  Kgypt.  the  invadlns 
army  advanced  with  its  supplies  joiil- 
ously  guarded  in  its  Centre  for  fear  o?. 
losing  even  what  it  had  brought  from 
home,  .assailed  as  It  was  by  Mamelukes 
and  Bedouins,  who  iorevoi'  hovered  on 
the   hori-iion.

SEiid  that  St.  Loui.s,  tlie  latest  French 
commander  to  invade  Kgypt  took  four 
months  to  march  to  Cairo  but  that  he 
would  do  it  in  two  weeks.
